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STOCK EXCHANGE 
RECORD BROKEN AGAIN 


Registered Transactions Pass the 
Two-Million Mark. 


Btocks Change Hands at the Rate of 
Over 10,000 a Minute During 
the First Hour. 


For the first time in the history of the 
Stock Exchange, recorded transactions yes- 
terday ran beyond the two-million mark, 
establishing a new record 
shares greater than that recorded on Fri- 
day last—thne up to that time record day. 
The magnitude of the dealings may best 
be understood when it is stated that in the 
first hour the total transactions ran beyond 
650,000, or the rate over 10,000 a 
minute—and this included only the actually 
recorded sales. Were the unrecorded trans- 
actions included—for in the confusion many 
transfers were not heard of, while stop 
orders never are recorded—the day's deal- 
ings would no doubt mount up to 
8,000,000. The facilities of the Exchange 
were taxed beyond their capacity, and old- 
time brokers who seldom appear on the 
floor were pressed into service for the 
emergency. Even as it was, some of the 
busier firms had difficulty in attending to 
the execution of their orders. This, how- 
ever, is getting to be rather an old story, 
for much the same difficulty has been ex- 
perienced a dozen times since election. 

The character of the market differed lit- 
tle from that of recent days, its main sup- 
port coming from the large banking inter- 
ests, who, apparently, for the carrying 
out of their numerous plans under way, are 
obliged to take large lines of stock—illus- 
trated last week in the case of St. Paul 
and the Reading securities, which were ad- 
vanced under the stimulus of the buying 
necessary to acquire sufficient stock for 
control, That other large deals are pend- 
ing. not alone In the coal stocks and in the 
Granger issues, but in other departments, 
is frankly admitted, though what their 
mature is has not been disclosed. In addi- 
tion to this bankers’ buying, there was 
also buying for investment account with 
moneys released by the January disburse- 
ments, while at the same time the usual 
Bpeculative element appeared. 

The opening was more or less excited, 
but not so wild as on Saturday. 
ing issues, helped by the 
that control of Jersey *Central had been 
obtained for the system, opened up well 
above the close of Saturday—the common 
selling up 2%, the first preferred 1, and 
the second preferred 2%.

As was not unnatural under the circum- 
&tances, the high figures tempted to profit 
taking by buyers in the previous week, 
large realizing sales appearing. This, in 
its turn, resulted in declines from the open- 
ing figures, and for a time gave the mar- 
ket a rather irre ular and reactionary 
tone, These realizing sales, however, 
ceased after the first hour, whereupon, the 
buying orders continuing, the market first 
steadiéd, and then took on a tone of ag- 
ressive strength. Northern Pacific, which 
lad lost about 3 points, rose about 5;

SALE OF THE JERSEY CENTRAL. 


Directors of the Reading Authorize the 
Purchase of Stock — Method of 
Financing in Doubt. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—The Board of 
Directors of the Reading Company to-day 
decided to accept the proposition made by 
Jd. P. Morgan concerning the purchase of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, and 
President Joseph S. Harris will to-morrow 


go to New York to confer with Mr. Morgan | 
and Charles Steele regarding the financing | 


of the deal. Mr. Morgan will present the 
terms upon which the sale can be effected 
and Mr. Harris and Mr. Steele, as mem- 
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bers of the Executive Committee of the 
Reading Company, will take them up and 
later report to the full board. The Direc- 
tors held a meeting this afternoon and 
reached this conclusion after a session of 
an hour and a half. 

In relation to the price the Reading Com- 
pany must pay for securing the majority 
of the stock of the Jersey Central a promi- 
nent Director said there was nothing in the 
letter to denote what amount of money 
would be required to take up the proposi- 
tion, and that this was the reason the com- 
mittee was authorized to arrange for the 
purchase of the stock. 

As to the manner in which the money is 
to be raised to pay for the stock, it is said 
there will doubtless be issued a collateral 
trust bond bearing about 4 per cent. inter- 
est annually. To secure this bond it is 
stated that the stock of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey will be deposited with 
the Trustees. At the office of President 
Harris to-day, however, it was announced 
that this matter was not discussed at the 
meeting of the Directors. 

While it is generally believed that even- 
tually the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany will pass under the control of the 
Reading Company, nothing was done in re- 
gard to that company at to-day’s meeting 
of the Reading Directors. The annual meet- 
ing of the Lehigh Valley Company -will be 
held on Jan. 15. 


The Directors of the Jersey Central held 
a meeting to-day, and it was thought that 
there would be some action taken regarding 
the sale of the property to the Reading, but 
according to President Maxwell and Secre- 
tary Graves the matter was not discussed. 
The Directors declared the regular quarter- 
ly dividend of 14 per cent., and then ad- 


journed 

George F. H. C. Fahnestock, and 
other Directors and large stockholders in 
the Jersey Central declined to say any- 
thing regarding the terms of the sale ex- 
cept that all that had been published re- 
garding them was mere guesswork. 

The rise in Baltimore and Ohio stock was 
taken to indicate that its interests were 
protected in the transaction. The 
Baltimore and Ohio has a practically per- 
petual traffic contract with the Reading, 
and the purchase by that company of the 
Jersey Central insures to the Baltimore and 
Ohio the continued use of the Jersey road's 
valuable terminals in New York. A report 
was current that the Baltimore and Ohio 
would be bought by the Reading. William 
Salomon, Chairman of the Baltimore and 
Ohio’s Board of Directors, said of this re- 
port that some one was evidently buying 
its stock, to judge from the advance, but 
that he was not informed as to the identity 
of that purchaser nor as to his intentions.

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NEW SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR BELLEVUE HOSPITAL 


Dr. George Taylor Stewart Is 
Placed in Charge. 


ANOTHER PLACE FOR O’ROURKE 


Commissioner Keller Says New Incum- 
bent Will Thoroughly Reorganize 


the Institution. 


Commissioner of Charities John W. Keller 
yesterday deposed Superintendent W. B. 
O'Rourke of Bellevue Hospital and appoint- 
ed in his stead and to the Superintendency 
of the other city hospitals—Harlem, Gouv- 
erneur, and Fordham—Dr. George Taylor 
Stewart, the Superintendent and the Chief 
of Staff of the Metropolitan Hospital, on 
Blackwell's Island. The appointment, Mr. 
Keller said, marks the culminating point of 
the Commissioner’s investigations into the 
abuse of patients by Bellevue Hospital 
nurses, as was revealed by the death of the 
Frenchman, Hilliard. It also marks the ex- 
ecution of the Commissioner's plan to put 
in charge of the various hospitals a physi- 
cian of executive ability, who is solely re- 
sponsible to the Department of Charities 
for the proper running of the institutions, 
and who solely will be held accountable if 
flaws are found in the administration of the 
hospitais. 

Superintendent O'Rourke, who was de- 
posed, was not requested by Mr. Keller to 
resign. On the contrary, he was appointed 
Deputy Superintendent under Dr. Stewart. 
Mr. O'Rourke, therefore, displaces Deputy 
Superintendent Rickard, one of the most ef- 
ficient men in the department, who, ever 
since he was admitted to Bellevue Hospital 
as a patient, thirty years ago, has worked 
his way step by step toward promotion. 
Mr. Rickard, however, was given charge of 
Gouverneur Hospital, until recently in 
charge of Miss Stover. All of the ap- 
pointees will enter upon their new duties 
this morning. 

Commissioner Keller 
Stewart's appointment 
a conference with the 
Medical Board of Bellevue Hospital, and 
Dr. Robert J. Hill of the State Board of 
Charities. Mr. Keller said that the Medical 
Board was heartily in sympathy with the 
appointment of Dr. Stewart, and that he 
expected no protest from them or from 
any other quarter.

missioner said that he expected Dr. Stew- 
art to thoroughly reorganize the service 
wherever necessary.

Dr. Stewart is one of 


superintendents in this 
country,’’ Mr. Keller said. ‘‘ For a great 
many years he has been superintendent 
of the Metropolitan Hospital, and during 
that time has kept the institution in a 
condition which met the unqualified ap- 
proval of the Staite Board of Charities and 
his more immediate supervisors. 

‘Mr. O'Rourke will not be removed or 
transferred, but will be assimilated in the 
reorganization. Mr. O'Rourke is familiar 
with the hospital, and his undoubted hon- 
esty makes him of rare service to the de- 
partment.’ 

‘“* What will your next step be in the line 
of your investigations?’’ was asked. Mr. 
Keller hesitated, then he said: 

‘*] hope now after what I did to-day, I 
will not have to investigate further. I ex- 
pect Dr. Stewart to work to the best ad- 
vantage.”’ 

“What is the doctor's politics; 
Tammany man?” 

“T really don't know. Whatever his poli- 
tics, he does not seem an active worker 
one wey or the other politically.”’ 

‘IIs it true that O'Rourke was appointed 
to the Superintendency of the hospital by 
instructions of Mr. Croker?" was asked. 

‘I don’t know,’ Mr. Keller answered 
wearily. 

Dr. Stewart was present during the inter- 
view with Mr. Keller. The latter was 
asked whether the doctor might not state 
some of his plans for the future, but Mr. 
Keller said: 

‘*] think the doctor's policy will be to do 
things and not to talk.’’ Mr. Keller, in con- 
clusion, said that in time the city would 
have to have its own training school for 
nurses, male and female. 

When Commissioner Keller arrived at the 
hospital early from the New Amsterdam 
Hotel, he said he felt much improved. He 
started in at once to work with the Commit- 
tee of the Medical Board. 

Exactly what happened 
Mr. Keller refused to say. 

Dr. George ‘Taylor Stewart was born in 
1855 at New Milford, Conn. He went to 
the De La Salle Institute, and in 1873 en- 
tered the Hopkins Grammar School. He 
was in the class of ‘77 at Yale and ‘78 at 
Trinity College. In 1882 he was graduated 
from the Hahnemann Medical Institute, in 
Fhiladelphia, which is a homeopathic insti- 
tution. He went to some of the larger 
cities in Europe and to Mexico, where he 
Was connected as a physician with several 
railroad lines. He practiced in California, 
in Los Angeles, and in 1890 came East, 
and in March, 1894, was appointed as a 
physician on Ward's Island. He had been 
in the employ of the Charities Department 
since he came to New York, in 1890. From 
Ward's Island he was transferred to Black- 
well’s Island and made Superintendent of 
the Metropolitan Hospital, which the State 
Charities Aid Association and the State 
Board of Charities have pronounced as one 
of the best equipped and best regulated in- 
stitutions of its kind in the United States. 

An article appeared in the Charity Organ- 
ization Society’s weekly publication which 
told of the increased number of patients in 
private hospitals. When Superintendent 
Blair of the Outdoor Poor Department was 
seen he said that the conditions of the 
public hospitals and also the private ones 
was such that all available space was 
taken up. At the present time there seems 
to be an epidemic, he said, of pneumoni® 
grip, and bronchitis. Bellevue Hospital, 
with its capacity for 800 patients, is taxed 
so that if there was a catastrophe there 
would be trouble in getting available cots 
for patients. The capacity of the Charitics 
Department Hospitals, which includes 
Bellevue, Metropolitan, City. Harlem, 
Fordham, and Gouverneur, calls for 1,785 
patients. Over on_ the island in the City 
and Metropolitan Hospitals an order was 
issued yesterday that convalescent patients 
in those hospitals should be removed to the 
almshouse to make vacancies. Fourteen 
other hospitals, private institutions, which 
formerly took only emergency cases, such 
as accidents, have now been called on to 
take all cases. For this work they receive 
from the city 60 cents a day for medical 
cases and 80 cents a day for surgical cases. 

New York, Roosevelt, and St. Luke’s Hos- 
pitals are also complaining of increase, 
but these hospitals, which are private, do 
not get any compensation from the city. 
They keep on transferring patients to Belle- 
vue, which is the dumping ground of the 
city. Only last week, according to Mr. 
Blair, Roosevelt Hospital refused to take a 
patient, claiming that they had no more 
room.

Mirnock, the newspaper man who made 
the original charges against, Nurses Davis, 
Dean, and Marshall of Bellevue Hospital, 
which led to their being held to await the 
action of the Grand Jury on a charge of 
having murdered a patient in the hospital, 
is missing and that he cannot be found. 
The District Attorney's office has used ev- 


ery effo¥t to locate Minnock, and has had 
detailed on the case Detective Milburn of 
the Central Office. 

It has been learned that Minnock last 
occupied his room at 63 Fourth Avenue on 
Wednesday night last. It is said that on 
Friday Mitinock purchased a ticket for 
Grass Valley, Nevada County, Cal., and

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further than that he has left no trace be- 
hind him. 

He has been wanted at the District At- 
torney’s office for the last three days to 
go over the testimony he has given before 
the Coroner's jury, and enable that mate- 
rial to be prepared for presentation to the 
Grand Jury. 

Minnock’s assistance is also needed by 
the District Attorney’s office in giving in- 
formation that will lead to other witnesses 
being subpoenaed.

CARNEGIE TO BUILD A ROAD? 


Report Says Action Is Due to Dispute 
About Freights with the 


Pennsylvania. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—A persistent 
rumor in this city to-day was to the effect 
that as a result of his dispute with the 
Pennsylvania Road over freight rates An- 
drew Carnegie will build a railroad of his 
own from Pittsburg to the seaboard. Ac- 


cording to the information that found its 
way to brokers’ ears, a contract had been 
awarded to Drake & Stratton of New York 
for the building of 150 miles of the road. 

As set out in the story, the plans pro- 
vide for the building of a line from Pitts- 
burg to a point below Baltimore, where an 
option is said to have been secured on 
land with a deep water frontage for a ter- 
minal. The road, it is said, would be sixty 
minutes shorter than the Baltimore and 
Ohio snd would tap iron-mining country 
at Uniontown, Wheeling, and Morgan- 
town. 

The version of the contract as given here 
was that the price for the 150 miles was 
$25,000,000, and that enough money would 
be spent to make the roadbed the finest in 
the East. 

President J. Wainwright of the Drake 
& Stratton Company was emphatic in his 
denial of the story. 

“There is not a word of truth in it,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ Drake & Stratton have not got 
the contract for any work for Andrew Car- 
negie; they have no knowledge of any 
such road; they have not even been asked 
to bid on any contract for Carnegie.’’ 


ARMY OFFICER ARRESTED. 


Supervisor at Fort Morgan, Ala., Said 
to Have Demanded Money from 
a Contractor. 

MOBILE, Ala., Jan. 7.—This afternoon 
Secret Service Agent E, P. McAdams ar- 
rested on Royal Street, this city, Capt. C. 
W. King, Quartermaster and Supervisor 
of the Government work at Fort Morgan, 
Ala. Capt., King had just received $1,000 
in bills trom J. H. Hobson, a contractor on 
Government work at the fort. 

McAdams, with a local detective as wit- 
ness, searched the Captain and found the 
roll of money, King telling them if it was 
any value to them to know that he would 
say he received the money from Hobson. 
All the bills had been previously recorded 
so that McAdams was able to identify 
them, 

Hobson testified befare United States 
Commissioner Rickarby that for some time 
he had been having trouble in carrying out 
his contracts on buildings #t Fort Morgan, 
about 50 per cent. of the material he fur- 
nished being rejected as unsatisfactory. 
About eight months ago King approached 
him and substantially said if Hobson made 
an arrangement with him he would not be 
so hard on him, The amount named by 
King was $5,000, and as failure on the con- 
tracts meant ruin, Hobson agreed to pay 
$5,000. King said he would accept that 
amount, as he had caused him loss by be- 
ing hard on him. Hobson paid King $500 
in October, and the same amount in No- 
vember, and $1,000 to-day, Capt. King was 
bound over in the sum of $10,000, but up 
to 7 o'clock had not made his bond. 

King is a volunteer officer. He enlisted 
at Dubuque, Iowa, in 1898, receiving the ap- 
pointment of Captain and Assistant Quar- 
termaster. He served in Porto Rico dur- 
ing the war, superintending loading and 
unloading of transports. He was assigned 
to Fort Morgan in April last. He has a 
wife and two children, and has been well 
received here socially. He is said to have 
well-to-do relatives in Iowa, 


BIG MINING DEAL IN MEXICO. 


American Company Pays 835,000,000 
for the Guggenheim Interests.

“I. J. Seligman, financial agent of M.

BOSTON ELECTRIC LIGHT DEAL. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. to Form a Consoli- 
dation of Two Companies. 


BOSTON, Jan. 7.—At a meeting of the 
stockholders of 


the Boston Electric Light 
Company, held in this city to-day, it was 
voted to lease the property of the com- 
pany to a new organization to be formed 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., for a term of not 
more than ninety-nme years, at an annual 
rental of 10 per cent. 

The stockholders of the Edison Electric 
Light Company, it is understood, at their 
next meeting, will take similar action, 
which will result in a consolidation of the 
Boston Electric Lighting interests. 

The meeting was entirely harmonious, 
20.388 out of a total of 80,000 shares of 
stock represented being voted in favor of 
the proposition. President Gilman called 
the meeting to order and read the offer 
in behalf of J. P. Morgan & Co., to lease 
the property at a rental equivalent to 10 
per cent. per annum on the capital stock. 

It is understood, however, that a lease 
will not ke executed unless a lease of the 
Edison Company is made at the same time. 
The Presidents of both companies will act 
as managers of the business of the new or- 
ganization, jointly. A right will attach 
to eath share in the present companies to 
subscribe to one-half in the new lessee or- 
ganization. These new shares will be 5 
per cent. cumulative preferred shares, with 
a rigat to further participate in earnings 
under certain conditions. President Gil- 
man stated that the Directors had given 
authority to the President and counsel to 
confer personally with Mr. Morgan before 
accepting the terms of the lease. As a re- 
sult of this conference, the Directors had 
approved the lease to the company, which 
would be organized with a cash capital of 
8,650,000. 

Fe rockbolder in the company asked what 
it was pro osed to do with the $3,650,000 
of ne'v stock, to which the reply was made 
that a part of it at least would be used in 
the New England lighting field by secur- 
ing the stock of companies in other cities 
and effecting other consolidations where 
they would. prove economical and benefi- 


cial. 


DECLARE DR. ROBERTS SANE. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Jan. 7.—Dr. Charles 
H. Roberts, the millionaire retired dentist 
of Oakes, opposite this city, whose daugh- 
ter, Frances, has begun proceedings to 
have her futher declared incompetent and a 
committee appointed to manage his prop- 
erty, came to Poughkeepsie to-day and 
called at the office of his lawyer, Frank 
B. Lown. He then sent for the Super- 
intendent of the Hudson River State Hos- 
pital for the Insane and three practicing 
physicians of Poughkeepsie. 

At his request, the doctors gave him a 
long examination and then expressed a 
willingness to testify to his sanity and 
competency, although the doctor is eighty 
years old. Miss Frances Roberts said to- 
day that her only motive in instituting the 
proceedings was to have her father’s és- 
tate protected, as she believes that he is 
mentally unfit to manage it. Her brothers 
and sisters take her part in the contro- 
versy.

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HENRY HART TO DEMAND 
25,000 SHARES TO-DAY 


Has Money to Redeem All His 
Third Avenue Stock. 


HOLDERS SAID TO BE UNEASY 


Report that Much of the Collateral De 
posited One Year Ago Has Been 
Disposed Of. 


This is the day of reckoning for a number 
of prominent Wall Street financiers, who at 
10 o'clock will be called on to deliver 25,000 
Shares of the stock of the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company, formerly owned by 
Henry Hart, the founder and at one time 
President of the ,\road, which he pledged 
with the Wall Street people just a year ago. 

At 10 o'clock Albert J. Elias, Mr. Hart’s 
son-in-law, will begin a tour of the Street 
armed with $2,500,000 in cash, and in re- 
turn for this he will demand of the bankers 
that they give him the 25,000 shares of 
Stock that they hold as collateral. To all 
accounts there will be members of the syn- 
dicate that got the stock from Mr. Hart 
who will be unable to meet Mr. Elias’s de- 
mands, and there are said to be some lively 
times in prospect if they fail to come to 
time. This nfuch is established, according 
to the statement of Mr. Elias himself made 
last night. The cash is in hand, and the 
stock will have to be delivered. There will 
be no compromise and delay will be 
brooked. 

So after a year that has been full of 
incident and trouble to him, Henry Hart 
will again come into his own. In spite of 
his infirmities, his friends state that he 
has been looking forward to the time when 
he can again control the property for which 
he toiled so incessantly. It has been broad- 
ly stated by Mr. Hart’s friends that at 
least some of the members of the syndicate 
sold the collateral they held long ago, 
there never having been in their minds a 
possibility that Mr. Hart would ever be 
able to redeem it. It is said that even 
those members of the syndicate that will 
be able to meet Mr. Elias’s demands have 
had to go down deep into their pockets to 
obtain the stock of which they were short 
for so long a time. 

It was due to Mr. Hart’s efforts to 
finance the Third Avenue Company that 
the pledge of the stock was made. When 
other means failed the syndicate, in which 
many of the most prominent houses in the 
Street are interested, was formed and with 
its members Mr. Hart deposited nearly 
$3,500,000 worth of stock. At that time 
the stock was quoted in the market at 120, 
about the same as it is to-day. The agree- 
ment between Mr. Hart and the syndicate 
was that he should sell to them at par—20 
points less than the market value—about 
$1,000,000 worth of the stock. 

This was profit to the syndicate at once 
of $200,000. On the remaining 25,000 shares 
of Stock Mr. Hart borrowed its par value, 
$2,500,000, the agreement being that they 
were to hold it for one year, at which time 
Mr. Hart was to have it back at the same 
price. If he was unable to tuke up the 
stock at the expiration of the year the syn- 
dicate was to have the right to buy it at 
125, 

There were troublous times for Third 
Avenue after that. When the. crash came 
the stock sold down to 50, and almost im- 
mediately went back to par when it be- 
came known that the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company had obtained control, 
and had made a lease under the provisions 
of which they guaranteed in four years 5 
per cent. on the capital stock, in six years 
6 per cent., and in eight years 7 per cent. 
It has been maintained by Mr. Hart’s clos- 
est friends that many of the troubles of 
Third Avenue were caused by some of the 
members of the syndicate who were short 
of the stock. 

Since it became known about ten 
ago that Mr. Hart had raised the money 
to take up his stock there have been all 
kinds of efforts made by some of the syndi- 
cate members to cover themselves. Sey- 
eral days ago ‘it was again stated that 
Mr. Hart had failed to raise the $2,500,000 
and the hopes of the shorts were revived. 
The stock is held altogether as an invesi- 
ment on account of the Metropolitan lease 
and guarantee, so that it has been almost 
impossible for the syndicate members who 
expected to be called upon to obtain it. 

It was stated vesterday by one of Mr. 
Hart's friends that the Metropolitan people 
had been offered 140 for their holdings of 
Third Avenue stock by a syndicate which 
will have Mr. Hart’s 25,000 shares as a nu- 
cleus for a pool, and that the offer has 
been refused. This offer, it was said, was 
based upon a provision in the lease to the 
Metropolitan which states that while the 
company guarantees the dividends given 
above in the periods stated, the leasing 
company can. in its discretion, and if the 
earnings of the road warrant it, declare a 
dividend on the stock before the.expiration 
of the four years. It was said that this 
dividend might soon be declared from the 
fact that the road had earned a sufficient 
profit to warrant it, the earnings having 
been largely increased since the Forty-sec- 
ond Street and Broadway branches were 
completed. 

Mr. Elias said last night that he 
ready to call for Mr. Hart's collateral. “TI 
will begin at 10 o'clock to-morrow morn- 
ing,”’ he said, ‘‘and expect to finish some 
time before 3. Just what the finish will be 
is purely guesswork, but the demand for 
the stock will be made, the cash will he 
ready. and I shall expect an immediate 
compliance with my demands. There will 
be 25,000 shares asked for, and what 
amount of money it will take to redeem 
them at $100 a share will not take long to 
figure.” ¥ 

“Is it true,’ Mr. Elias was asked, “ that 
some of the members of the syndicate 
have asked for a compromise on account cf 
their inability to deliver the collateral? ”’ 

‘*T do not care to talk about that matter 
now,”’ was the reply. ‘‘ Whatever of ‘de- 
tails there may be will be made known to- 
morrow.” 

Mr. Elias also refused for the present to 
discuss the refusal of the Metropolitan 
people to part with their holdings at the 
price stated. 


STATE CONSUMPTION HOSPITAL. 


Building in the Adirondacks to Cost 
#100,000>-

ALBANY, Jan. 7.—Dr. Willis G. MacDon- 
ald of the Board of Trustees of the State 
Hospital for treatment of incipient pul- 
monary tuberculosis, has been designated 


by his associates to confer with State 
Architect Heins regarding the buildings to 
be erected in the Adirondacks, probably at 
Ray Brook. 

Dr. MacDonald has received data from 
hospital authorities in this country and 
abroad, and the plans which will be drawn 
will contain the best ideas contained in all. 
It is likely that the structure will be two- 
story, instead of one, as was first proposed, 
and it will cost at least $100,000. Its con- 
struction will be frame with a veneer of 
brick. Of the $50,000 appropriated but 
$1,000 has been expended. An appropria- 
tion of $100,000 more will be asked of the 
Legislature this Winter. The cost of pa- 
tients is estimated at $7 each a week. he 
hospital is to have a capacity of 200.

TO INSANE ASYLUM 


Arthur Humbert Fought His At- 
tendants Nearly All the Way. 


Examined at White Plains Station on 
Arrival from Seattle and Taken 
to Bloomingdale. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, Jan. 7.—Biting, kick- 
ing, and continually trying to escape from 
his attendants during a _ three-thousand- 
mile trip, so he could leap off the train, 
Arthur Humbert, a New Yorker, was 
brought all the way from Seattle, Wash- 
ington, on Sunday night to White Plains 
by his brother and a soldier of the United 
Army, and confined in Blooming- 
dale Asylum as a lunatic. As soon as he 
reached the White Plains station he was 
examined by physictans, who pronounced 
him insane. A large trunk, tagged * Ar- 
thur Humbert, Seattle,” accompanied the 
owner over the Lake Shore, New York 
Central, Boston and Albany, and Harlem 
Railroads to this place. 

Humbert, who has various hullucinations. 
is insane, it is alleged, principally over 
the army and the Klondike gold fields. He 
imagines that he owns all the gold mines 
of Alaska. He became insane several 
years ago, it appears, and ran away from 
New York and landed in Alaska, From 
there he went to Seattle and enlisted in 
the army. For some time his relatives 
have searched the country over for him, 
and it was cnly by accident that he was 
discovered on the Pacific Coast. 

Humbert was brought into New York 
State without a commitment. He appar- 
ently knew of this, because during the 
transfers from the Lake Shore to the New 
York Central Railroad he tried to break 
away from his keepers, at the same time 
erying out: “I am not insane. I want to be 
sent to New York.”’ 

When Chatham was reached and an at- 
tempt was made to lead him on board a 
Harlem train bound for White Plains he 
created a panic among the passengers in 
the waiting room by striking out right and 
left. ‘‘ You can’t take me. I refuse to go,”’ 
he yelled at the top of his voice. Several 
women became hysterical, while faint- 
hearted men fled in alarm. Humbert clung 
to a seat and refused to budge. The soldier 
and his brother tried to release his hold, 
but he seemed to be suddenly furnished 
with great strength, and though they 
tugged and pulled yet they could not get 
him out. Finally several train hands came 
to their assistance, and Humbert was car- 
ried, striking and biting, to the smoking 
ear. Before the train started he jumped 
up from his seat and made a dash for the 
door, but was caught in the nick of time 
and held. 

At White Plains the insane man refused 
to leave the train. ‘‘ I am going through to 
New York,’’ he exclaimed. ‘‘I dare you to 
take me off.” 

He finally calmed down and walked into 
the waiting room. Two physicians were in 
the baggage room ready to examine him. 
They were Dr. Frederick Petersen of 4 
West Fiftieth Street, New York, and his 
associate, Dr. Bailey. They made a hur- 
ried examination, declared him insane, and 
despite his objections he was hurried away 
to Bloomingdale, where he is confined in 
the Macy Villa, a private ward for wealthy 
patients. : 

Dr. Lyons, Superintendent of Blooming- 
dale, said to-day that the report of the 
physicians was submitted to the court. He 
refused to give any information about 
Humbert. He said: ‘‘ He is a private pa- 
tient, and it would be violating.a rule if I 
gave out anything about his history. It is 
true, however, that he was brought to the 
asylum from Seattle by his relatives.’ 


CALLS CROKER A MERE PUPPET. 


Moss Says Buyers of Special Privileges 
Are the Brains of Tammany and 


Source of Corruption. 


Frank Moss last evening held the buy- 
ers of special privileges responsible for 
municipal misrule, and said that the brains 
of Tammany Hall were supplied by them 
and not by the “ bullet head ”’ that was at 
the top. He was speaking at the Universal 
Thought Salon at Winterburn Hall, 250 
West Twenty-third Street, on the topic, 
“ Things in General.”” He said, in part: 

“The men who have been building up the 
system of corruption that prevails knew 
that the men who were in control in New 
York life were buying privileges, and 
were fattening upon the fruits of special 
purchase privileges. Devery is bad enough, 
but he is a mere creature, a mere product. 
The Commissioners are as guilty as Dev- 
ery, yet they talk of taking one of them 
to be the single head of the department. 

“Croker is certainly an object against 


which we have to turn our batteries, but 
I don’t know that he is the worst one. 
There are men in New York who are great 
financial powers, and who have been using 
the rough man who is the nominal head to 


control the masses, and they have given’ 


him the rough man’s price. Franchises 
have been seized and held by the people 
who have been supplying the brains of 
Tammany Hall for years. The shrewd 
moves that we see don’t all emanate from 
that bullet head at the top of Tammany 
Hall. Men of both political faiths are 
back of him. They prefer Tammany be- 
eause they can buy their way through it. 
This is the condition, yet the miserable 
public is aroused over dives apd gambling 
ens.”’ 

“te Senator Frank M. Bixby described 
Tammany as a desperate enemy that 
would resort to anything, from murder to 
etit larceny. 

eienry Nichols remarked that Mr. Moss 
in his address had assailed the factors in 
this community that are at the bottom of 
some of the movements now _on foot _in 
this city, notably the Citizens’ Union. The 
members of that body, he said, were large- 
lv Wall Street lawyers, whose livelihood 
depended upon the very conditions that 
Mr. Moss assailed. Many of those sug- 
gested as reform candidates for Mayor, 
he said, were profiting by the very condi- 
tions which Mr. Moss had reprobated. 

Prof. Albert L. Rawson said that the 
difference between Croker and Tweed was 
that Croker is alive and Tweed isn't. 

Dr. E. Prentiss Brown said that there 
was too much law and that it was the law 
that enabled Tammany Hall to milk the 
people. They go to a dive keeper and say, 
“You are doing an illegal thing. Money.” 
Thus, he said, the laws are made to serve 
the end of corruption. 


THE TRANSCONTINENTAL SYSTEM 


President of the Baltimore and Ohio 


Does Not Believe Current Reports. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 7.—President Cowen 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany puts no faith in the stories about a 
* vast transcontinental system.” Although 
closely connected with Mr. Hill in rail- 
road affairs, Mr. Cowen says he is not 
speaking for him, but the Baltimore and 
Ohio President says:

Old-Time Journalist, Author, and 
Traveler Expires Suddenly. 


He Began His Career of Stirring Ad- 
venture as an Ensign in 


the Navy. 


Alvan S. Southworth, an’ old-time news- 
paper man, traveler, and author, died sud- 
denly yesterday morning in a lodging h6use 
at 386 Third Avenue. Southworth, although 
aman of brilliant attainments and with 
acquaintances ranging from Princes to the 
habitués of lodging houses, had for over 
twenty years lived an unsettled life. His 
death was due to alcoholism. Last night 
his body lay in the Morgue and doubtless 
will be buried at the expense of his old- 
time friends—many of whom are well 
known in this city—in his birthplace at 
Lockport, N. Y.* 

Few men have had such a varied and 
strange career as Southworth, or seen as 
many different lands. His father was Jus- 
tice Southworth of the Supreme Court, one 
time District Attorney of Buffalo, and a 
partner of ex-Judge Noah Davis of this 
city. 

From the first, Southworth seemed to be 
cut out for a life of adventure, and as he 
was a bright and entertaining lad, he made 
friends wherever he went. Just after the 
war he was graduated from the United 
States Naval Academy and was an Ensign 
in the navy, but his naval experience was 
brief and limited. He expressed himself 
forcibly on several occasions that naval life 
was hampered by too many rules and regu- 
lations for him, and it wasn’t long after 
that that he went into newspaper life. 

His uncle, William Webb, the shipbuilder 
of this city, had built the Dunderberg in 
his yards at Greenpoint to capture the Ala- 
bama, but she didn’t suit, and Mr. Webb 
took her across the Atlantic to sell to the 
French Government. Young Southworth 
went along. On board were several re- 
porters, who were going to send back a 
story to their papers. Southworth con- 
ceived the idea of getting a “ beat,”’ and 
took his uncle into his confidence. 

The Dunderberg arrived at Cherbourg, 
and unknown to the newspaper men, South- 
worth got ashore and sent a long story to 
The Herald. He attracted the attention ot 
James Gordon Bennett, and upon his return 
to this country was sent to report the 
Fenian uprising in Canada. Subsequently 
he was engaged as foreign correspondent 
of The Herald and went through the Fran- 
co-Prussian war. Most of his time was 
spent with the French troops, but he man- 
aged to get into the German lines, and was 
present at many of the battles. 

The days of the Commune found him in 
Paris. Toward the last he was sentenced 
to be shot, and it is said was actually lined 
up with other unfortunates, but showed no 
fear even when all hope seemed lost. He 
was saved by the then United States Minis- 
ter Washburne. 

About 1872, Mr. Bennett sent Southworth 
on an expedition to Africa. The young ex- 
plorer started out with a large caravan 
an an escort furnished by the Khédive. 
Hie met ‘“‘ Chinese ’’ Gordon, Gen. Sir Sam- 
uel Baker, and won and retained their 
friendship. This was a newspaper expedi- 
tion and Mr. Southworth was wont to tell 
his friends afterward that he turned in the 
biggest expense bill that ever a newspaper 
was called upon to pay, ‘It was between 
$40,000 and $50,000,"" he would relate to his 
cronies, and was largely for elephants, 
guns, and niggers."’ 

The result of this expedition Southworth 
embodied in a book entitled ‘‘ Four Thous- 
and Miles of African Travel; a Personal 
tecord of a Journey Up the Nile and 
Through the Soudan to Central Africa.” 

One of his subsequent exploits while in 
Italy was a reputed interview with the 
Pope. In 1880 he wrote a life of Gen. W. 
S. Hancock. 

Southworth’s wanderings took him all 
over Europe and _ India. He became a 
friend of Bismarck, and had often shown 
letters he received from the German Chan- 
cellor. One of his boasts of the seventies 
was that he was the only man who had 
ever successfully interviewed Bismarck. 

When he returned to New York about 
1874, he kept up his newspaper work for a 
time, and in December, 1875, through the 
friendship of Judge Noah Davis, was ap- 
pointed a-.receiyer for the Bleecker Street 
and Fulton Ferry Railroad Company. Be- 
ing a man of much ability, he carried his 
work through well, but his convivial hab- 
its proved too much for him, and a year or 
two later he was removed on charges. He 
received in fees from $25,000 to $50,000. 

‘“* Truly,’ said he one day to a friend be- 
fore his removal, ‘“‘I am on the road to 
prosperity. See it piling up.” 

Yet when Southworth left the office he 
hadn't a dollar that he could call his own. 
A dollar to him was as a puff of wind, and 
he often queried: ‘*“What’s the use of 
money unless you can spend it?” 

For a while, always “a while,’’ South- 
worth was. Secretary of the American 
Ceographical Society. But this didn’t suit. 
He was working for a salary. ‘* Can’t 
work for a salary,’”’ was his comment, and 
before his friends knew it he was out. 

From 1877 to tne day of his death South- 
worth had no regular occupation save that 
of writing specials for newspapers and 
magazines. He was a fluent writer, spoke 
several languages, and as a conversational- 
ist was_one of the most entertaining of 
men. Nothing he liked better than to be 
the centre of a group and recount his ex- 
periences. 

Southworth early evinced a taste for 
painting and sculpture. He numbered 
among his friends in this city in his heyday 
many who are known prominently in both 
painting and sculpture. Among these were 
. Q. A. Ward, Daniel French, Bierstadt, 
and George Ennis. His acquaintance among 
financiers and public men was at one time 
equally large. 

*“*He was the nerviest man I ever saw,” 
said a friend of his yesterday. ‘In his ups 
and downs, hungry, or cold, or ill, he was 
always cheerful. He knew no such word as 
discouragement. He was always going to 
do, and had elaborate plans mapped out for 
some great literary work. But he dies in a 
lodging house. Poor fellow!” 

Southworth had a sister living in Lock- 
port, 


HER BABY BURNED TO DEATH. 


Mrs. Elizabeth F. Ryan of 207 East One 
Hundredth Street went to the store yester- 
day afternoon, leaving at home for the 
first time in his life her four-year-old, boy, 
Michael. When she returned in ten min- 


utes she found the boy burned in front of 
the kitchen fire and dead. 

Mrs. Ryan lives on the ground floor, 
rear, of a five-story tenement. She keeps 
herself and Michael, and neighbors have 
noticed the wealth of affection she lav- 
ished on the boy and how responsive he 
was. 

The boy was sitting in his high chair a 
little after 1 o’clock eating his lunch of 
bread and milk. Coal must be had, and 
apts. Ryan thought she would run down to 
the grocery store and hurry back without 
taking Mikey, as she called him, away 
from his meal. She put on her hat and 
shawl and, realizing it was the first time 
she was to leave him at home, she hugged 
and kissed him and he hugged and kissed 
her, and when she told him to be good 
while she was away he said, ‘‘Me be a 
dood Miker,’”’ and went at his bread and 
milk again. 

Mrs. Ryan hurried back from the store 
when she could. She smelled smoke as she 
opened the door and she ran, already full 
of fear, into the kitchen, where she saw 
the body of her boy baby, all the clothing 
burned off and the body black as coal, 

The distracted woman ran into the 
street and told a policeman as best she 
could what had happened and the offt- 
cer sent to Harlem Hospital for an ambu- 
lance. But there was no need for a sur- 
geon. A lounge and a chair alongside the 
kitchen range was scorched, but no fire 
had resulted’ from the child’s clothing. 
The child is supposed to have got close to 
the fire. 

The neighbors say Mrs. Ryan has~ had 
more than her share of sorrow. Her*hus- 
band, William, is serving a twelve years’ 
term of imprisonment for killing his daugh- 
ter Katie, fifteen yoes old, last July. 
She was a daughter by another wife. Mrs. 
Ryan left her husband because he drank. 
She is a woman of some beauty and is 
only twenty-six years old. Her neighbors 
are remarkably wrought up over the latest 
incident of the young woman’s ill fortune.

| ALYAN SOUTHWORTH DEAD |LOVESICK GIRL’S SUICIDE 


Ada Lemmon’s Fiance Was Not 
the Man of Her Choice. 


. ‘ 


After a Bitter Quarrel with Hcr Mother 
She Shot Herself in the 
Temple. 


Engaged to be married to one man and 
loving another, Ada Lemmon, twenty-four 
years old, living at 2388 West One Hundred 
and Sixteenth Street, confessed her bitter 
secret- to her widowed mother yesterday 
afternoon. Then, when the latter upbraided 
her for her so-called heartlessness and un- 
gratefulness, she quietly left her home and, 
going to the Park Hotel, 1,520 Park Avenue, 
ended her trouble by sending a bullet into 
her temple. 

According to Richard Peterson, the clerk 
in the hotel, the girl arrived there, una 
tended, at about 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
and registered as ‘‘ Miss A. Jones,” saying 
that she expected to remain for the night. 
She was assigned to a room on the top 
floor. 

About 6 o’clock, having heard nothing 
from her, the clerk sent a waiter to the 
room to find out if she wanted anything. 
The waiter knocked on the door of the 
room, and, getting no response, tried the 
door, which was unlocked, and looked in. 

The woman was lying across the bed with 
a revolver in her left hand, while from a 
hole in her left temple a thin stream of 
blood had flowed down over her cheek to 
the bed clothing. She was fully dressed 
except that she had removed her hat and 


cloak and hung them up. From her posi- 
tion she had evidently shot herself while 
lying on the bed. 

The police were notified and an ambu- 
lance summoned, but it was too late. The 
surgeon said she had been dead probably 
two hours. On the bed beside the body lay 
a box of cartridges, from which one had 
been taken and used. On a table lay a 
card on which was written the woman’s 
real name and address. On the opposite 
side of the card was written: ‘ Hire a cab 
and take me home. Addregs on the other 
side. Do not notify the police or news- 
papers.”” The police went to the address 
given, and the woman’s brother, Alfred, 
went to the hotel and identified the body. 

At the home of the suicide, the mother 
told an incomplete but pathetic story of 
the events leading up to the tragedy. 
She said that Ada had for four years 
been engaged to a wealthy man, a pro- 
moter, living in London. The mother 
would only give this man’s first name—Ar- 
neld. Ada’s married sister, Minnie, who 
lives in London, has recently been writ- 
ing often, insisting that Ada come over to 
visit her and be near her intended husband, 
but Ada has put off the visit, with one 
excuse or another. 

Yesterday a notice was received from the 
Custom House stating that there was some 
cut-glass ware there for Ada from London, 
on which there was a duty of $48.50. The 
notice was received just before luncheon, 
and it was divined that this was a Christ- 
mas present from ‘“ Arnold,.’”’ The daughter 
astonished her mother by saying that there 
was no need of paying out so much money 
for duty on the present, and advised send- 
ing it back. 

The mother gently upbraided the daugh- 
ter for her heartlessness to her lover and 
the girl suddenly confessed that she 
not want to get married, and at last in a 
paroxysm of tears said that there was 
some one else whom she loved better than 
she did her English sweetheart.

WOMEN FIGHT, BANKNOTES FLY 


Mrs. Kleinheim Assaulted by Jealous 
Wife as She Leaves a Bank, 

Mrs. Lena Butt, wife of a real 
dealer of 200 West One Hundred 
Twenty-eighth Street, was held in $1,000 
bail by Magistrate Meade, in the Harlem 
Police Court, yesterday. charged by’ Mrs. 
Annie Kleinheim of 234 East Seventy-sixth 
Street with the larceny of $130. 

Mrs. Kleinheim, according to her story, 
went up to the Harlem Savings Bank yes- 
terday to withdraw therefrom $600 of her 
savings.

With the money in her passbook, she 
stepped out into Third Avenue and hailed 
a down-town car. Just as she was stepping 
on, she says, she felt herself seized by the 
hair from behind and pulled backward, 
while a female voice cried: 

‘* Now I’ve got you; you'll steal my hus- 
band, will you?” 

The owner of the voice was Mrs. Butt. 
The two women clinched in the middle 
of the street, scratched and bit and 
screamed at the top of their voices, while 
one and five and ten dollar bills fluttered 
all around. 

A great crowd collected, and there was a 
scramble for the money. Detectives Mallon 
and Hawkins of the East One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth Street Station, separ- 
ated the two women and took them before 
Sergt. Scheil, where both attempted to talk 
at once, and the Sergeant in disgust sent 
both to court. There Mrs. Butt was 
charged by Mrs. Kleinheim with the iar- 
ceny of $130, which was missing from her 
$600, when the notes were picked up by the 
detectives. 

Mrs. Butt made counter charges of the 
larceny of two diamond earrings and $10 
in money. This charge was not enter- 
tained by the Magistrate. Mrs. Butt was 
held for examination to-day. 

Mrs. Butt claimed that Mrs. Kleinhetiwmn 
had alienated the affections of her hus- 
band. Mr. Butt, when seen, said that he 
had never seen Mrs. Kleinheim. Mrs. 
Kleinheim, on the contrary, when seen at 
her home, said that Mr. Butt often called 
and sometimes brought his child with him.

FIREMEN COULD NOT RESPOND. 


Fire was discovered in a detached build- 
ing used for laundry purposes on Black- 
well’s Island at 7 o'clock last evening, and 
damage to the amount of $1,000 was done.

This 
brought down the fireboat Havemeyer from 
Ninety-sixth Street and Engine Company 
No. 16, stationed at Second Avenue and 
Twenty-fifth Street. The latter company 
crosses usually on one of the Charities De- 
partment boats. When the crew reached 
there it was found that both the depart- 
ment boats were out of commission. ‘The 
Captain of Engine No. 16 spent just thirty- 
three minutes in getting telephonic connec- 
tion with the island. At the end of that 
time the flames had gutted the building, the 
fire really burning itself out. 

Further up the river, at the foot of Fifty- 
second Street, the police reserve of the 
Fast Sixty-seventh Street Station went 
down to cross over to the scene of the fire. 
The Gilroy, a boat stationed at the island, 
plies between the island and East Fifty- 
second Street. Last night the police waited 
at the foot of the street an hour and a 
half for the boat to come, and then went 
back to their station, the fire being out.

“‘For years these men have been in this 
business, and no matter what is in 
power, the same brazen disregard all 
jaws has been apparent, immunity 
from arrest has been sold. I have gone on 
the principle that when the men who con- 
duct gambling establishments here who 
have paid these men for protection learn 
that this money was retained by the ‘ com- 
bine,’ they would make the town too hot 
to hold them. While what they designate 
@ ‘squealer’’ is held in greatest contempt, 
at the same time when they see that they | 
have been deliberately swindled they will | 
be of the opinion that punishment should 
be inflicted. 

“The way the gambling business is 
worked is that practically all houses pay 
$25 per week and $100 per month, and those 
not belonging to the ‘combine’ must pay 
in addition a large percentage of their re- 
ceipts. From the first to the fifth of each 
month men may be seen going to the house 
of the man who receives this money to 
pay their portions, although the $25 per 
week and $100 per month are collected in 
the districts, 

‘In addition to this, and to still further 
protect the men who run these places, a 
certain sum is collected monthly to square 
the Parkhurst, Comstock, and Buckle So- 
cieties, While there may be one or two 
agents of these societies who are corrupt, 
practically the whole of this money is re- 
tained by the men who collect it. And 
these societies are worthy the confidence 
of the community. 

‘“‘The men who wish te open places know 
whom to.see, and, having found that certain 
men who act in defiance of the ‘ combine’s’ 
orders are given short shrift, are naturally 
inclined to believe that these men do col- 
lect this money on account of Tammany 
Hall, and that, if matters reach a climax, 
this organization will protect them. 

“This accounts for the almost defiant at- 
titude of the gamblers, who thought the 
money really went higher up, and the in- 
Stant obedience of those in the ring, who, 
with guilty consciences, if they have any 
consciences, knew that no protection could 
be obtained. 

‘“*Mr. Croker has. not received 1 cent of 
this blood money. Judge McQuade assured 
me this morning that none of the money 
has been received by him, as Treasurer. 
Learning that a number of extra assess- 
ments, aggregating about $1,000 each, were 
levied upon the gambling houses and pool- 
rooms under the guise of political assess- 
ments just before the last election, I take 
this occasion to say that this money was 
not paid to Tammany Hall, and that the 
men who paid it were swindled by those 
who levied it; and I make this statement 
upon the authority of the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee and the Treasurer of 
Taramany Hall.” . 

Mr. Nixon would not qualify or discuss 
the statement or name those against whom 
the accusations of blackmail were directed. 
Nor would he answer directly the question 
if he would accept the Commissionership 
should a single-headed Police Commission 
be created. 

M. Warley Platzek of Mr. Nixon’s com- 
mittee said that other untrue and ridicu- 
jJous statements had been published in re- 
gard to its aims and action. 

‘“*“Some evidence,” he went on to say, 
**has been submitted to Assistant District 
Attorney Schurman, and it is of such a 
character as to lead to the hope that indict- 
ments and correction of some of the evils 
may follow. 

‘* No legal proof is, however, complete up 
to date to incriminate any police official or 
Tammany leader. I cannot be more defi- 
nite. You can, however, assume that those 
who are likely to be indicted are lawbreak- 
ers who have not yet been detected or 
quick enough to run to cover. 

“The Tammany committee is outside of 
the sphere of politics, and even if some 
leaders of the organization were found 
guilty of wrongdoing the committeemen 
would have no power to remove them. 
When I became a member of this commit- 
tee I was certain that I would be able to 
wet in two weeks evidence against those 
protecting gambling and other forms of 
vice. I know that vice has been rampant, 
and even to-day feel morally certain that it 
has been protected. But it is a different 
thing to find out who receives the money 
and get evidenee that will stand before the 
Jaw. I know nothing on which the story 
that Martin Engel, Percival E. Nagle, and 
Timothy D. Sullivan are to be asked to re- 
sign from Tammany Hall could be based, so 
far as this committee is concerned,”’

The American Malting Company was or- 
ganized in 1897, with a capital of $30,000,000, 
equally divided in preferred and common 
stock. It also had authority to issue $5,- 
000,000 in bonds, $4,000,000 of which were 
financed by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. The 
corporation owns thirty-six malting and 
eighteen elevator plants, and is supposed to 
control 60 per cent. of the malting business 
of the country. 

The complainants allege that on organi- 
zation there was issued to a person who 
held purchasing options on certain malting 
plants in different States $13,740,000 of the 
common stock and $12,500,000 of the pre- 
ferred, which, with $10,000 of the common 
originally subseribed for in cash, repre- 
sent a par total value of $26,250,000, For 
this the company acquired the plants and 
$2,080,000 in cash as a working capital. 

The stockholders maintain that because of 
the alleged mismanagement of affairs by 
the defendants the preferred stock depre- 
ciated from $7 to 27 and the common from 
45 to 5, and that they suffered a loss aggre- 
gating about SS800,000. It is also charged 
that while the company was doing business 
at a loss seven dividends each of 1% per 
cent. were paid, 

The company was reorganized in 1899, af- 
ter its affairs had been examined by a 
committee, of which R. M. Gallaway, Fred- 
erick Uhiman, and J. P. Ord were members. 


TRIAL OF CAPT. HERLIHY. 


The Rev. Alexander J. Kerr of the 
Broome Street Tabernacle 
Testifies. 

Conditions prevailing in the ‘‘ Red Light” 
district since Capt. Herlihy has been in 
command at the Eldridge Street Police Sta- 
tion were described at the trial of that offi- 
cer before the full Board of Police Commis- 
sioners yesterday afternoon by the Rev. 
Alexander J. Kerr, pastor of the Broome 
Street Tabernacle and Tina Bintz, of 208 
East Twenty-fifth Street, who was for 
three weeks a victim of east side condi- 
tions. Capt. Herlihy is on trial for insult- 
ing the Rev. Robert L. Paddock, who is 
in charge of the work at the Protestant 
Episcopal Pro-Cathedral in Stanton Street. 
Mr. Kerr described the incidents of a 
walk through Allen Street on the evening 
of Nov. 24, 1899, two months after Capt. 
Herlihy took charge, which were of such 
a nature as to inauce him upon reaching 
his parsonage to write a scathing letter to 
Mayor Van Wyck. This brought an early 
call from Capt. Herlihy, and they discussed 
the matter together at Mr. Kerr’s home. 
Their talk was pleasant, and he testified 
that the policeman spoke and acted as a 
gentleman all the time he was with him, 
and thoroughly agreed with him as to the 
necessity of keeping the neighborhood pure. 
Asked why he had complained to the 
Mayor instead of to Capt. Herlihy Mr. 
Kerr said that he did not live in Capt. 
Herlihy’s precinct. He told of things he 
had seen and heard in the streets under the 
Captain’s supervision on several subse- 
quent occasions and his testimony was 
punctuated with many lively tilts between 
Lawyer Grant, who represents Herlihy, 
and President York. The President char- 
acterized one of the lawyer’s questions as 
a ‘*‘Chinese puzzle,” but when Mr. Grant 
protested, he ' apologized. The question was: 
* Will you swear that on your direct exam- 
dation in referring to 127 Allen Street and 
the house where you saw*two women at 
the windows beckoning—will you swear 
that on your direct examination that you 
said that at that house you heard noth- 

ing?’ 

Mr. Kerr told of being invited into a 
ae by a woman while he was in clerical 
garb. 

* Possibly she might have wished you 
to administer spiritual advice to her. You 
cannot swear but what that was so, can 
you?” 

‘*No, Sir,’”’ said Mr. Kerr. 

Mr. Kerr said that at one house where 
the women were beckoning to him from 
the windows he noticed that they wore 
bright colors. ‘‘ Why," exclaimed the law- 
yer, ‘“‘the 400 wear bright colors, don’t 
they?’ Mr. Grant then suggested that the 
couples Mr. Kerr might have seen acting 
effusively in the streets might have been 
old acquaintances or relatives, and this the 
clergyman could not gainsay. 

The Bintz girl, who was next called, is 
a pretty little blonde, twenty-two years old. 
She was a waitress and was looking for 
employment at an intelligence office on 
Third Avenue when she was led to the 
house she described early in February of 
last year. She was taken there by Morris 
Mayer and another young man named 
Brickman. Until she met them she had 
been a good girl, she said. 

She genied that she knew the character 
of the place to which she was going. Once 
there, she sald, her street clothing was 
locked up and all her money taken away 
from her by Mayer. 

She was afraid to make an attempt to 
escape, but was removed from the house 
to the City Hospital on Blackwell's Island, 
where she remained for nearly six months, 
recovering from a surgical operation. 

The session continued into the evening, 
and after adjournment ex-Judge W. M. K. 
Oleott, who ts prosecuting the case, said 
that although the Supreme Court had 
ruled that the unsupported evidence of such 
a woman could not count against an inno- 
cent police officer he had thought it well 
that the Commissioners should hear the 
story. 

The trial will go on at 2 P. M. to-day. 


MR. ODELL WANTS TO KNOW. 


Interviews Heads of Departments to 
Find Out What Becomes of the 
State’s Money.

ALBANY, Jan. 7.—In business and in 
politics Goy. Odell has long been noted for 
his remarkable aptitude for mastering de- 
tail. He is bringing his talent in that di- 
rection to bear upon State affairs. To-day 
sent for several heads of departments 
and put them through a searching cross- 
He made plain to those whom 
he called in his intention to learn every- 
thing there was to be learned about the 
conduct of their departments. What sur- 
prised the chiefs called in most was the 
amount of information the Governor al- 
ready possessed along the line of his in- 

guiries. . 

To-morrow Gov. Odell will interview 
other heads of departments, and these in- 
terviews will go on until he has thoroughly 
familiarized himself with the workings of 
every department of the State government. 

The course of the Governor's inquiries to- 
day made it clear that his declared purpose 
of economy is to be rigidly adhered to. 
Every wasteful and unnecessary expendi- 
ture is to be stopped. The Governor is pro- 
ceeding on business principles. He is de- 
manding a satisfactory showing for every 
dollar of the State’s money used. 

It is the general belief here that the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendations for doing away 
with the State Board of Charities and the 
Board of Prison Commissioners will meet 
with strong opposition. It is contended 
that a single Commissioner in place of each 
of these boards could not do the work 
which Has to be done. The Commissioner 
in each case, it is urged, would have to 
hire assistants, and it is .claimed there 
would be no appreciable reduction of ex- 
pense by. this change, but that there would 
be deterioration in the character of the 
supervision.

JUDGE GOWING CHARGES 
JANUARY GRAND JURY 


Special Attention Directed to Al- 
leged Vicious Conditions. 


Careful in 

indictments—District At- 

torney Philbin Hopes Every 
Presentment Will Hold. 


Inquisitors Urged to be 
Drawing 


Judge Rufus B. Cowing, in General Ses- 
sions, yesterday, charging the January 
Grand Jury, directed the especial atten- 
tion of that body to the alleged existence 
of vicious conditions and violations of the 
laws, to which the police are said to be 
both blind and deaf, and requested that due 
investigation of the matters complained 
of be made by them. 

“At this special time,’ said the Judge, 
“T want to draw your attention to a class 
of cases that it is generally believed in 
this community go unwhipped of justice. 
If the police force is willfully blind and 
deaf, who is to measure the evil and the 
chaos which can be thrown among us? It 
is believed that there has been too much 
blindness and deafness; too willfful a vio- 
lation of the criminal law in this com- 
munity, and it is generally thought the 
time has come when the citizens of this 
community, for their own protection, must 
see to it that the criminal law is observed. 
It should be seen to. There is no branch 
of the Government of which the people are 
so watchful and so jealous as the adminis- 
tration of its criminal justice. That ad- 
ministration is made up of parts. Each 
part has an important duty to perform. 
First in order we have a large police force 
in this city stationed as sentinels through- 
out its length and breadth to observe and 
sean the actions of their fellow-citizens. 
They shculd be men of integrity, with 
eyes undimmed and ears acute. 

“We have, following them, the Magis- 
trates, whose duty it is to examine com- 
plaints brought before them by these sen- 
tinels of justice and to determine whether 
a crime has been committed and whether? 
the party charged is the probable criminal. 
Then come your duties, those of the grand 
inquest, The Grand Jury should be com- 
posed of men of intelligence, integrity, and 
industry. You are the sentinels to guard 
the door of this court; to determine who 
shall be ushered in to undergo the ordeal 


of a trial. No person can be brought to 
this bar without your permission and your 
indictment. Your duty is equally to pro- 
tect the people and the individual. 

‘*“No man should be indicted lightly or 
upon insufficient evidence. It is poor re- 
muneration for an innocent man to have 
a trial jury acquit him after he has suf- 
fered the ignominy and disgrace of ar- 
raignment at this bar as a commen crim- 
inal. You should sean the evidence with 
great care, and pass nobody into this court 
unless your conscience and your judg- 
ment acquiesce in the finding of the in- 
dictment. 

‘I Jave no doubt that, so far as lies in 
your power, you will see that those per- 
sons, be they high or low, whatever their 
political proclivities or religious beliefs, 
whoever they are, that violate the law 
meet the punishment for such violation. 

“The smaller crimes, perhaps, are not 
thought much of, but they work terrible 
harm. Repeated disobedience of the laws 
makes all law disrespected. Crimes, such 
as are supposed now to have become preva- 
lent in this city, are crimes largely against 
public morals. The criminal law under- 
takes to protect life, liberty, and property 
of the citizens and also undertakes to pro- 
tect the morals of the community. An 
immoral and licentious community cannot 
long exist. It will very soon meet the re- 
ward which comes to violated laws. There- 
fore, these lesser crimes come under your 
supervision where they are properly 
brought before you, and you should see 
that they are investigated. 

“With reference to the higher class of 
crimes, those which affright the com- 
munity and disturb more the public peace 
and repose, there seems to be little danger 
but that they will be brought to summary 
justice. It is the small crimes—which we 
call misdemeanors—where there is eat 
danger that they will be ignored and al- 
lowed to grow widespread. To these mat- 
ters I direct your especial attention.’’ The 
members of the Grand Jury are:

District Attorney Philbin is anxious to 
have all indictments that it may be neces- 
sary to order drawn against police offi- 
cials found on such sufficlent and legal 
evidence that no demurrers will invalidate 
them, as was the case in a number of In- 
stances during the Lexow investigation. 
To guard against such contingency and to 
endeavor to prove guilty knowledge on t 
part of the police, it is probable that any 
evidence submitted to the District Attor- 
ney against illegal resorts will first be sub- 
mitted to the police officials in whose pre- 
cincts the conditions exist, and then if 
after a reasonable time no improvement is 
to be discerned indictments will be asked 
for. 


ELEVATED RAILWAY TAXATION. 


Manhattan Company Seeking Further 
Reductions in the Valuation. 


ALBANY, Jan. 7.—The Manhattan BPie- 
vated Railway Company of New York City 
is making an effort to secure a further re- 
duction in the valuation of its property 
subject to taxation in that city. 

Several weeks ago the Court of Appeals 
handed down a decision reducing the valu- 
ation of the property subject to taxation 
several millions of dollars, and establish- 
ing the basis upon which future assess- 
ments shall Le made. The company is not 
satisfied with the reduction, and to-day 
made epplication to the Court of Appeals 
for permission to re-argue the case, with 
a view of showing that tribunal that it 
had overlooked several important matters 
whicn, if considered, would secure a re- 
duction of several million dollars addi- 
tional. 

The company claims that it is entitled 
to a reduction of $2,992,520 on account of 
its surp.us profits being equal to 10 per 
cent. of its capital stock, and that it 
should not be assessed on $6,217,939, an 
‘open account of the ee Elevated 
Railroad Company. The last request in- 
volves the question of the taxation of open 
accounts. 

The company also claims that it is en- 
titled to a reduction of $1,127,112 on ac- 
count of bonds made by it to the Metro- 
politan and the New York Elevated Rail- 
road Cempanies, and that a reduction of 
$9,500,000 of bonds of the New York Ele- 
vated Railroad Company be allowed. This 
latter reduction was made by the Appellate 
Division, but was not allowed by the Court 
of Appeals when the case was decided. 
The fist reduction asked is $493,370—the 
amount of judgments obtakped against the 
company.

Steamer San Augustin Runs on a 
Rock Off Patagonia. 


PIRATES THREATEN THE CREW 


Ship’s Company and Passengers Res- 
cued After Two Days’ Sojourn 


on a Barren Island. 


With the steamship Coya, which reached 
here on Sunday and ndw lies in the Erie 
Basin, there was brought into port one of 
the most interesting: wreck stories of the 
last twelvemonth. The unfortunate vessel 
was the San Augustin, owned by the Com- 
pagnie Generale Transatlantique. She ran 
against a rock in Smyth Channel, one of 
the numerous passages of the Straits of 
Magellan, on Noy. 27 last. Her passengers, 
numbering more than 100, after they had 
escaped, lived on a desert island for two 
days in constant danger from the pirate 
bands of Southern Patagonia and were at 
last rescued by the Coya, which vessel 
landed them in Punta Arenas on Dee. 1, 

It is a coincidence that this rock on which 
the San Augustin foundered lies in the very 
channel through which the battleship Ore- 
gon passed on her famous record-breaking 
trip half round the globe. According to the 
story told by the Coya’s officers, the rock 
lies dangerously near the centre of the 
channel, and they say that it is strange 
how the great battleship missed it unless 
she had a pilot particularly familiar with 
those waters. The channel in its widest 
part is not more than 2,400 feet across. 

The wrecked San Augustin, which was 
once on the line between here and Barce- 
lona, left Coronel, Chile, on Nov. 22. She 


was in charge of Capt. Suarez, and had 
aboard 102 persons, of whom between 80 
and 90 formed the crew, while the rest 
were passengers. On the forward decks 
were 150 head of cattle, of which most of 
the passengers were caretakers. 

Shortly after entering Smyth Channel the 
steamship suddenly struck the half-hidden 
rock, a black, rounded stone of some 100 
feet in diameter. The blow threw the vessel 
back, and when she settled down it was 
discovered that a big hole had been punched 
in her bottom, on the part just abaft the 
bow. A great stream of water rushed in, 
and the commander saw at a glance that 
there was no hope of saving the ship. 

The vessel floated just long enough for 
the boats to be launched, after being filled 
with water and provisions. Into them the 
passengers and sailors crowded, but before 
the decks were deserted the cattlemen had 
time to throw down the bars of the pens 
and free the animals. As the lifeboats were 
pulled off from the fast-sinking steamship 
the sevenscore of cattle leaped into the 
sea and swam for their lives, many of 
them being afterward seen landing on vari- 
ous little islands rounda%out. 

After rowing for an hour, the passengers 
and crew reached a rocky island of half an 
acre in size, but, as they found no fire- 
wood there, they took to the boats again 
and went down the channel to an islet 
where there were lots of trees. There they 
built fires, cooked the provisions they had 
brought away from the wreck with them, 
and lived in fair comfort for two days. 
During that period they were not a little 
frightened by seeing the half-breed pirates 
from the mainland of Patagonia flock down 
in crowds to the opposite shore of the 
channel. Some of these desperadoes went 
across and plundered the _ half-sunken 
steamship, but no attempt was made to 
harm the survivors. 

Tt was on Nov. 29 that the Coya, bound 
from Coronel to New York, came along. 
Capt. Thomas picked up the wrecked men 
and put back with them to the port of 
Punta Arenas, where all of them were land- 
ed on the following day.

AMERICA’S COMMERCE 


Senator Asserts Large Army and 
Navy Are Indispensable. 


NECESSARY FOR PROTECTION 


Must Be 
Amendment 


Declares Growing Trade 
Guarded — Army Bill 
Against Veterinary Corps Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—A notable 
speeth was delivered in the Senate to-day 
by Mr. Lodge, (Rep., Mass.) Addressing 
the Senate on the amendment of the Mili- 
tary Committee striking out the provision 
in the Army Reorganization bill for a 
veterinary corps, he discussed briefly, and 
principally in the form of a colloquy with 
Senator Bacon (Dem., Ga.,) the Philippine 
question and the necessity for an army of 
100,000 men. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lodge drew a brilliant 
word picture of the commercial future of 
the United States, declaring that the trade 
conflict with Europe already begun could 
result only in the commercial and economic 
supremacy of this country over the entire 
world. In this industrial conflict he appre- 
hended no danger from a material contest 
with any nation of the world, but he urged 
the necessity for a strong and scientifically 
organized army and a powerful navy in or- 
der that the United States might be pre- 
pared to defend its rights against any pos- 
sible foe. The speech created a profound 
impression. 

During the afternoon the Senate ratified 
the committee’s proposition to eliminate 
the House proyision for the establishment 
of a veterinary corps in the army. Senator 
Teller (Sil. Rep., Col.,) gave notice of a 
substitute he will offer for the entire pend- 
ing measure, continuing in full force and 
effect the act of March 3, 1899, increasing 
the size of the army for three years from 
July 1, 1901. 

VETERINARIES IN THE ARMY. 

When the Army bill came up for consid- 
eration, the pending matter was the com- 
mittee amendments striking out the pro- 
vision for a veterinary corps in the army. 
Mr. Kenney, (Dem., Dei.,) the champion 
in the Senate of the proposed veterinary 
corps, urged that the committee’s amend- 
ment be rejeeted. in the course of his 
speech, Mr Kenney discussed to some ex- 
tent the general features of the bill. He 
had serious misgivings, he said, about the 
creation of a standing army of 100,000 men, 
He doubted whether the Unitéd States 
could send an army to the Philippines 
strong enough to put down the spirit of 
independence and liberty which seemed 
innate in the breasts of the Filipinos. 

He added, in conclusion, that if the neces- 
sity was demonstrated for an army of 
100,000, he would vote for it, if it were lim- 
ited to three years. He hoped the pro- 
vision for a permanent standing army of 
great strength would not be adopted. 

Mr. Seweil, (Rep., N. J.,) a member of the 
Military Committee, replied to the argu- 
ment of Mr. Kenney, urging that a great 
injustice would be done regular army offi- 
cers by the injection into the army of a 
new corps. 

Mr. Lodge objected to the proposition to 
establish a veterinary staff corps. He had 
no objection to giving proper pay and even 
rank to veterinary surgeons, but he de- 
nounced as “ bitterly unjust’ to the offi- 
cers of the regular army the effort to 
create as a Colonel, Majors, and Captains 
men who were to be taken out of civil life, 
and place them in authority over men who 
had devoted their lives to army affairs.

of outbreaks among the Moros and the un- 
civilized tribes of the interior ever would 
be eliminated, but he believed there would 
be an end of the trouble for some time. 

Mr. Bacon inquired how long Mr. Lodge 
thought a large army might be needed in 
the Philippines. Mr. Lodge replied that 
he could not say exactly, but believed that 
in a very short time, comparatively, there 
would be greater peace and order in the 
islands than they ever had known. After 
some sharp sparring Mr. Bacon put this 
yuestion to Mr. Lodge: 

‘From your knowledge as Chairman of 
the Philippine Committee, of the conditions 
in the islands, will the army of 76,000 be 
needed there for a short time or for an in- 
definite time?” 

“What is a short

‘My judgment,” replied Mr. Lodge, “is 
that at the end of two years we will be 
able _to reduce very largely the army in 
the Philippines. That is my belief. Spain 
had an army of 15,000 men and kept very 
bad order—”’

‘Yes, and ‘occupied little territory,” as- 
sented Mr. Lodge. He maintained, how- 
ever, that with a force of 25,000 in tho 
Philippines, the United States would keep 
better order than ever had been known 
there. With that force in the Philippines 
there would be about 35,000 men left to 
man the fortifications of the country, a 
force which he believed totally inadequate. 
In addition, that force would be called upon 
to guard the Nicaragua Canal, which it 
Was proposed soon to begin to build. On 
that canal there would be employed 50,000 
laborers. They would have to be protect- 
ed. When finished, the canal would have 
to be guarded. 


THE NATION’S NEEDS. 


In response to further questions, Mr. 
Lodge said that, in his opinion, at the end 
of two years the force in the Philippines 
could be reduced materially, and at the 


end of four or five years the force probably 
could be reduced safely to 20,000 men. 

**Does not the Senator from Massachu- 
setts think,” inquired Mr. Foraker, (Rep., 
Ohio,) ‘‘ that the time for the reduction of 
the force would be lessened materially if 
we could have the support of the other side 
of this chamber in passing this Army bill 
and other similar measures?”’ 

Mr. Lodge replied that Mr. Foraker had 
expréssed his idea exactly. He vigorously 
urgéd the passage of the pending bill, be- 
cause it would provide for the army an 
excellent system, the necessity for which 
had been emphasized by the Spanish war. 
In conclusion, Mr. Lodge said: 

“IT am no alarmist, and I have no fears

‘““We have come to that point in the 
process of our development where we have 
expanded far beyond our own markets 
commercially, and we are breaking into 
every market of the world. It is a part of 
our economic development. In my judg- 
ment, we are marching along toward the 
economic supremacy of the world. Look at 
Europe and compare it with the United 
States. It has been worked over for a 
thousand years at least in the endeavor to 
draw out all its resources. 


EUROPE SURPASSED. 

‘“‘Here in the United States we are Rold- 
ing all the best part of the North American 
Continent. Look at your map, a great 
symmetrical country, all under one flag, 
no separate Government, your railroads 
running in steady connections and carry- 
ing freight from the Atlantic to the Pacific 


and from the lakes to the Gulf. Europe 
cannot beat that. Every separate State 
system, every separate ratlroad she has, 
enhances the cost of her articles, We are 
beating her in iron and steel. We can turn 
them out at a price Hurope cannot meet. 
We are going to surpass her in other arti- 
cles. She has to take coal from us. It is 
a mere question of time when her last 
stronghold, the carrying trade, will be in- 
vaded. 

‘We will build ships cheaper than she 
can. We shall, in some way or another, 
equal her subsidies to steamships by our 
subsidies, and put our ships on an even 
plane of competition. Does any one suppose 
the other bt like our industrial achieve- 
ments? They are struggling to get an open- 
ing for an overcrowded population and for 
an overproduction. That is why they have 
seized Africa. That is why they have seized 
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the islands of the Pacific. China got into 
trouble, and they thought there ‘would 
come a new division and they could all get 
their share. It has been stopped. The Chi- 
nese Empire is going to be held together 
and its markets opened to all nations of 
the world. . 

**I do not say anything improper or boast 
unduly when I say that it was owing to the 
United States that that policy we4 stopned 
instead of the other. We believe in it. It is 
a a policy. We are all in sympathy 
with it, but do you suppose the other coun- 
tries like it? I doubt it very much. 

RIVALRY IN COMMERCE. 

‘**Any one who has read the newspapers 
lately will have noticed that there has been 
continual talk about economic federations 
to shut out the United States from Europe. 
In other words, they feel the economic 
pressure that we are putting upon them. 
They will try to meet us, undoubtedly, in 
the great field of economic rivalry. 1 be- 
lieve that, with our resources, with the 
character of our people, with our new coun- 
try, with our great continent, that the vic- 
tory can only be with us, and that there 
can be but one end to that conflict of eco- 
nomic forces, 

‘“We occupy a great position economic- 
ally. We are marching on to a still great- 
er one. You may impede it, perhaps, by 
legislation; you may check it; but you can- 
not stop the work of the economic forces. 
We may blunder here in legislation, but the 
American people and the economic forces 
which underlie all are carrying us forward 
to the economic supremacy of the world. 
It is a great position, but, dazzled by its 
splendor, do not forget its perils. It car- 
ries its dangers with it, and I want to see 
the United States always prepared to meet 
those dangers. We have no quarrel with 
any nation, and I hope we shall have none. 
I see none who would wish to attack us, 
but I wish to see the United States so pre- 
pared that under these new conditions she 
always will be safe by sea and by land. 

‘The control of the ocean is vital to us. 
That is why I have always advocated a 
navy, and a powerful navy we must have. 
1 wish to see our army, whether it is ten 
thousand or twenty thousand or a hundred 
thousand strong, organized with the utmost 
skill and the utmost science, so that if the 
hour of peril ever does come we shall have 
a system which can expand on the instant, 
one which will not immediately produce 
disaster and trouble, stumbling and hesi- 
tation, as it did at the beginning of the 
Spanish war. Make your army large or 
small, as circumstances demand, but make 
your organization of that army the best, 
the most flexible, the most elastic, in the 
world.”’ 

After some discussion of the veterinary

FILIPINOS TO BE EXILED. 


MacArthur Orders Insurgent Generais 
to be Deported to Guam—Says Good- 


® bye to Thirty-seventh Volunteers. 


MANILA, Jan. 7.—Gen. MacArthur has 
ordered the deportation of Gens. Ricarte, 
Del Pilar, Hizon, Lilanera, and Santos to 
the Island of Guam. Nine regimental and 
four subordinate officers, with eight civil- 
ians, including Trias, Tecson, and Mabini, 
notorious assistants of the insurrectionists, 
have also been ordered to be deported. It 
is Gen. MacArthur’s intention to hold most 
of the active leaders of the rebels, who 
have been captured, in Guam until the re- 
sumption of a condition of peace has been 
declared. 

The first municipal election was held suc- 

cessfully at Baguio, Province of Benguet, 
Saturday. The Igorrotes took part in the 
election. 
_ The Filipinos in Manila have been enjoy- 
ing recently a novel experience in the hold 
ing of free, open political meetings. Most 
of the addresses at these meetings were 
made by former officers of the insurgents, 
all of whom asserted that the best way of 
securing personal liberty is to accept the 
liberties guaranteed by the Constitution and 
Government of the United States, which 
is what American sovereignty stands for. 
The audiences were greatly interested, and 
many of those attending the meetings 
signed the Federal Party declaration. 

Gen. MacArthur, accompanied by _ his 
staff, reviewed the Thirty-seventh Regi- 
ment of Infantry, United States Volunteers, 
on the Luneta Field this evening. All the 
companies were together almost for the 
first time since the regiment was organized. 
After the review the regiment was drawn 
up in close order and Gen. MacArthur, in 
a farewell address, congratulated the offi- 
cers and men on their bravery, discipline, 
and judgment, concluding his remarks with 
a hearty, ‘‘ God bless you, comrades! ”’ 

The Thirty-seventh will sail for home on 
the transport Sheridan Thursday. More 
than half the men and many of the officers 
came from Tennessee. 


A. H. LAWSHE OFF FOR MANILA. 


He Is to Investigate the Affairs of the 

Postal Department There. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Abraham L. 
Lawshe, Deputy Auditor for the Post Of- 
fice Department, started to-night for Ma- 
nila. Mr. Lawshe is the man who was sent 
to Cuba to investigate the proceedings of 
Director Rathbone, Charles F. W. Neely, 
Postmaster Thompson, and the other offi- 


cials. His report on the conditions in Culba 
was such that, according to the War De- 
partment, it is to be made the basis of a 
number of criminal prosecutions. The Sen- 
ate has called for it, but Secretary Root 
has refused to let the Senate have it, on 
the ground that the interests of justice 
would be thwarted by giving the criminals 
an inkling of the Government’s eyidence. 

Mr. Lawshe’s success in unearthing the 
real state of things in Cuba is one reason 
for his assignment to conduct an examina- 
tion of affairs in the Philippine Islands. 
The accounts at Manila have been audited, 
and it is asserted at the War Department 
that Mr. Lawshe is not going to reaudit 
them, but only to ‘‘ re-examine’’ them. It 
is admitted, however, that what Mr. Law- 
she finds out may be made the basis of fut- 
ure action. 


Turkey Acts in Norton Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The Turkish 
Government has furnished Dr. Thomas 
Norton, who was appointed United States 


Consul at Harpoot, what are known as 
traveling papers, constituting a safe con- 
duct to enable the doctor to proceed to his 
post. There is reason to believe that this 
action forecasts a compliance by the Tur- 
kish Government with the request of the 
State Department for a regular exequatur 
for Dr. Norton.

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REAPPORTIONMENT VOTE 
IN THE HOUSE TO-DAY 


What Increase, If Any, Will Be 
Agreed Upon Is Doubtful. 


Democrats Will Vote to Retain Present 
Membership to Prevent Gains for 
the Republicans.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—In accordance 

with a unanimous agreement made in the 
House to-day, a reapportionment bill will 
be passed before the adjournment to-mor- 
row, but it is not at all certain to-night 
that it will be the bill reported by Mr. Hop- 
kins from the Census Committee. Al- 
though Mr. Hopkins expresses the greatest 
confidence that the House will stand by his 
bill, he does not seem able to find his ma- 
jority easily. In the course of the debate 
,» to-day he admitted that if the number of 
members was not kept at 357, as proposed 
by the reported bill, the increase would 
probably raise the number to 395 or 399. 
This increase would exceed the outside 
number of members proposed by the Bur- 
leigh bill. 

All efforts to canvass the House to show 
just how the vote will stand have proved 
unavailing. Although the idea on which the 
Hopkins bill is based—the advisability of 
keeping down the membership—is admitted 
even by its opponents to have merit, the 
Republican desire to secure increased rep- 
resentation is so great as to threaten to 
overcome all notions of convenience in do- 
ing business. Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, who 
spoke for the bill to-day, once more aired 
his grievance that members cannot secure 
recognition under the rules they impose 
upon the Speaker and themselves, and he 
favored keeping down the membership in 
order that he might the sooner and easier 
win his fight for individual recognition. 

From such inquiries as have been made 
it is apparent that a large number of Dem- 


ocrats, some members say quite half of 
them, will vote for the Hopkins bill. Ti 
only reason assigned for this favor of a 
bill that prevents any increase and cuts 
down representation in some States is that 
if the House goes to the other extremity 
and adds 30 to 38 members, the gains will 
go largely to the Republicans, who, in get- 
ting increased representation in the House, 
will also greatly increase their apparent 
vote in the Electoral College. The Hopkins 
bill will make no change whatever in the 
Electoral vote or the relative strength of 
the parties in the college. 

New York is not ‘united in its attitude 
toward the bill. The Democrats are against 
increasing the whole representation, and 
admit that if there is any increase for New 
York it is likely to be followed by a re- 
districting of the State that will be dis- 
advantageous to the Democrats. A block 
of 75 or 80 Republican votes is counted 
against the bill. Pennsylvania is divided, 
with the understanding that a majority « 
the members will vote to increase represen- 
tation on the demand of Mr. Quay. But 
none of the Pennsylvania members have 
heard that Mr. Quay has issued any orders 
in the matter, and Mr. Platt laughs at the 
report that he has issued orders of a like 
character to the New York Republican 
members of the House, 

Another report heard here is that the 
New England Senators will stand solid 
against the Hopkins bill if 
Maine’s representation. One New England 
Senator said to-night that he did not think 
the New England alignment included any 
other Senator than Mr. Hale, and Mr. 
Frye might vote with him sympathetically. 
The disposition in the Senate is to treat the 
Apportionment bill as though it were not 
much of their business. 

It was expected there would be a sequel 
to-day to the exciting clash of Saturday 
between Mr. Littlefield (Rep., Me.,) and 
Mr. Hopkins, (Rep., Ill.) But. the latter 
made no effort at rejoinder, and contented 
himself with the direction of the measure 
oward the final vote. 

, Mr. Kitchen, (Dem., N. C.,) the first 
speaker to-day, supported the Hopkins 
bill, but said he would vote against the 
amendment requiring the Congressional 
districts in the’ several States to be “’ con- 
tiguous and compact.’’ He said he did not 
believe Congress had the power to des- 
ignate the manner in which the. States 
should make up Congressional districts, 

Mr. Crumpacker, the member of the Cen- 
sus Committee who presented the minority 
report in favor of reducing the representa- 
tion in Southern States proportionate to 
the abridgement of the franchise, then 
took the floor. As between the Hopkins 
and Burleigh bills, he said, he favored 
the latter. because it kept pace with the 
growth of the country. He argued that 
during recent years the influence of the 
Fouse in legislation had steadily dimin- 
ished, a condition due to the fact that the 
members of the lower house allowed them- 
selves to bé dominated by the Senate and 
the Chief Executive. If the membership 
was to remain stationary as the years 
went on, its influence would continue to 
decrease. 

He then developed his argument in favor 
of reducing representation in certain South- 
ern States along the line of his report. He 

ointed out the voting requirements in 
,ouisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, and 
South Carolina, and adduced figures to 
show that in Louisiana 43 per cent. of the 
male citizens over twenty-one yéars of age 
were disfranchised, in Mississippi 42 
cent., in North Carolina 34 per cent., 
in South Carolina 43 per cent. Mr. Crum- 
yacker was frequently interrupted by mem- 
ers of the delegations from Louisiana, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Mis- 
sissippi. They besieged him with questions 
and denied many of his statements. 

Mr. Hepburn, who spoke next, declared 
that the House was no longer a deliberative 
body, having become so bulky as to lose its 
deliberative functions. Moreover, the rep- 
resentative character of a member of Con- 
gress had become merged and lost in this 
unwieldy body so that individual action 
had become impossible. He expressed the 
belief that it would be better to decrease 
rather than increase the size of the House. 

The whole scheme and place of the 
flouse under the Constitution, Mr. Hepburn 
declared, was subverted, destroyed, and 
annihilated by the rules of the House. In- 
stead of representing his constituents, 
every member surrendered his_ political 
power into the hands of others, and was 
unable to be heard on any measure with- 
out the consent of officials and committees 
to whom the power was surrenderd. 

The House then agreed unanimously that 
the final vote on the measure be taken to- 


morrow.

Senator Morgan Declares There Is No

NEW CURRENCY BILL. 


Measure Making Note Issues Respon- 
sive to the Needs of Business. 

WASHINGTON? Jan. 7.—Representative 
Lovering (Rep., Mass.,) introduced a bill 
to-day ‘‘to make the currency responsive 
to the varying needs of business at all 
seasons and in all sections.” 

It permits National banks to issue guar- 
anteed bank notes to an amount not ex- 


ceeding, after six years, four-fifths of the 
value of bonds deposited for circulation 
and not exceeding 40 per cent. of the cap- 
ital. The Controller“ of the Currency is 
not required to issue guaranteed notes 
if, for any reson relating to the condition 
of the bank, the general state of the cir- 
culation or the foreign exchanges, he shall 
deem such action to inexpedient. Neith- 
er shall he increase the ratio of issues of 
guaranteed bank notes beyond 10 per cent. 
of the bank's capital if the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall deem such policy detri- 
mental to the money standard and to the 
public interests. 

The guaranteed bank notes are to be 
rotected in casé of the failure of the 
ssuing bank by a gold guarantee fund 
equal to 5-per cent. of the amount of notes 
issued, and this fund is to be maintained 
thereafter by an annual tax on circulation 
of one-half of 1 per cent. per annum, The 
original deposit by banks shall be returned 
to them when the proceeds of taxes shall 
have raised the guarantee fund to 5 per 
cent. of the outstanding circulation. An 
excess of the fund above 5 per cent. shall 
be covered into the United States Treas- 
ury, which will be liable in’ case of need 
for the reimbursement to the guarantee 
fund. The guarantee fund is further safe- 
guarded by adding to it the proceeds of 
he premium on bonds which are sold to 
redeem bond-secured notes.

The letter which we publish in another 
column from Mr, WILLIAM BARCLAY PaR- 
sons calls our attention to an article in 
The North China Daily News, which sets 
forth in detail the story, already familiar 
in outline, of the procedures by which, 
under pretense of gaining and protecting 
a railway concession, Russia has ob- 
tained almost complete control of Man- 
churia. Her efforts have so far prospered 
that a St. Petersburg paper ‘the other 
day arrogantly gave notice to the Pow- 
ers that they need not concern them- 
selves about Manchuria. In other words 
Russia will endeaver to have her seizure 
of Manchuria regarded as an accom- 
plished fact. She has, she will try to 
have it agreed, secured her share of the 
partition of China in advance. 

Now, the Power which has the greatest 
interest of all in opposing this demand 
is the United States. The very remarka- 
ble statistical table appended to Mr. 
Panrsons’s letter, which we also owe to 
him, shows the enormous growth, within 
the past decade, of American trade at the 
port of Niu-Chwang, which is the port 
of Manchuria, though it happens itself 
to be situated just across the line from 
that province. 3ut Niu-Chwang is a 
port, the revenues derived 
from it are pledged for the obligations of 
China, Netertheless, Russia, which owns 
1 per cent. of the shipping that enters the 
port, and contributes a minute fraction of 
its revenue, has seized the Custom House 
and assumes,

in~ direct defiance of the 
rights of all the world, to control the 
trade of the port. 

We repeat, we are more interested than 
any other nation to upset this iniquitous 
arrangement. As Mr. PaRsons points out, 
we are the chief trader at the port, ard 
the chief purveyor of the “ hinterland.” 
Next to us in commercial interest come 
Great Britain and Japan. The identity of 
interest among these three Powers sug- 
gests a concert of action at Peking, and 
a concert of action necessarily directed

What is to be done? We are not called 
upon at present to answer this question. 
Evidently the first thing to be done is to 
make it clear on which side our interest 
And this elucidation ought to be es- 
pecially impressive to the manufacturers 
in the North, and more particularly in 
the South, who have been reasonably 
looking for an enlarging market in North 
China which it is certain that they will 
not be allowed to get if Russia has her 
way. In the councils of Peking our nat- 
ural allies are the nations which have a 
similar stake to our own in the freedom 
of trade in North China. These, as we 
have pointed out, are Great Britain and 
Japan. Any nation has the same interest 
which can sustain itself under free indus- 
trial competition. And this should mean 
that we can count upon the co-operation 
of Germany. But it is we who have the 
greatest stake in the commercial future 
of Manchuria, and so the greatest inter-

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION IN GER- 
MANY, 


Germany is suffering from the lack of 
free capital. The symptoms so clearly 
described in the Berlin letter published 
in Tre Times Annual Financial Re- 
yesterday point unmistakably to 
overinvestment. Capital has been locked 
up, immobilized, almost as fast as it 
has been produced. There is no suffi- 
cient accumulation, no margin for the 
great trade of the empire. The money 
rate responds too quickly to the demands 
of borrowers because there fs not suffi- 
cient free capital to steady it and keep 
it within bounds. It is altogether abnor- 
mal in an old and great industrial com- 
munity to see the mortgage banks strug- 
gling ineffectually to maintain a rate of 
3 per cent, for the securities in which 
they make investments, being finally 
forced to advance to 4 and 4% per cent. 
It is abnormal to see the interest rate 
advanced on State and municipal loans. 
The tendency ts the other way. 

When the average earning power of 
capital in Germany declined from the 
long-standing rate of 5 per cent, to 4 per 
cent, or less, investors refused to accept 
the lower rate and sought securities and 
investments yielding a better return. 
This involved risk and loss, but it led to 
something else—an investment craze. 
Great numbers of companies were creat- 
ed with unwarrantably large capital, 
manufactures were overstimulatéd for a 
country not yet sure of its markets, and, 
most foolish of all, German capital that 
should have been kept at home for the 
development of the industries and busi- 
ness of the empire was invested in for- 
eign Government loans, some of them of 
an exceedingly shaky nature, 

The consequence of these follies is that 
Germany is now in a condition that ex- 
cites apprehension in the money mar- 
kets of the world. The plain truth is that 
the Germans are not yet rich enough to 
play these games. They are played reck- 
lessly On & much larger scale on the 
London market, but England has a cap- 
ital reserve, a background for even her 
wildest speculations. We are a very 
much richer Nation than Germany, but 
we keep to our cautious habits, We loan 
some money to foreign Governments and 
to foreign municipalities, but we take 
only the best bonds, Egyptians: and 
South Americans do not interest us in 
our present stage of financial develop- 
ment. In addition to our bond invest- 
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ments, as yet comparatively small, we 
loan large sums in Europe practically 
“on call,” representing balances owed to 
us for our surplus experts. But this in- 
dicates a very strong position, which is 
further testified to by the ability of our 
Government to sell 2 per cent. bonds that 
command a premium, and by the low 
rate at which our municipalities borrow 
money. ° 

Nations grow rich by the application of 
brains, industry, and existing capital to 
their natural resources; When accumu- 
lation has reached to the point of over- 
flow the rate of increase is accelerated 
by sound foreign investments. But Ger- 
many has anticipated — this overflow 
peint, while we have been somewhat 
tardy in recognizing its arrival. The peo- 
ple of Germany have a thousand years of 
industrial history behind them, and we 
have barely a century and a half, but she 
never saw a time when her national 
wealth, in proportion to population, was 
increasing at the rate new attained in 
this country. Our mines alone, exclusive 
of iron and steel, yielded $255,000,000 
last year, of which $76,000,000 was gold. 
Our exports reached a total of $1,440,- 
000,000, or $640,000,000 more than our 
total imports. We sold in foreign mar- 
kets manufactured goods to the value of 
$445,000,000, 

These figures are prodigious, of course. 
They excite in Europe, where 
there exists a vague apprehension that 
their industries are in danger of being 
ruined by ours. Serious economists even 
talk of a European customs union 
against us. That step has not yet be- 
come necessary, and will not have to be 
taken if Europe will study the methods 
by which we have come to this industrial 
pre-eminence and profit by the lesson. If 
we had attempted to do in 1880 what 
Germany has done we should not be the 
financial power that we are to-day. We 
had then recovered from the depression 
following the troubles of 1873, and busi- 
ness was extraordinarily prosperous. But 
instead of buying Argentine bonds or in- 
vesting in the shares of overcapitalized 
companies we put our spare money into 
railroad building and began rapidly to 
develop the resources of the continent. 
Not only that, we borrowed hundreds of 
millions of dollars in Europe and put 
foreign capital at work beside domestic 
capital. Our ventures have been s0 suc- 
cessful that we have paid off a great 
part of the foreign loans, and our capital 
has accumulated so fast that we are now 
able to accommodate borrowers from 
across the sea. We, too, have put vast 
sums into corporate securities, emitted, 
some of them, in large-minded disregard 
of the value and probable earning power 
of the properties upon which they were 
based. But our sound investments are 
in so much greater volume that we are 
able to charge off ‘occasional losses in- 
curred in these risks, and although new 
companies with an aggregate share cap- 
ital of four billions of dollars were 
formed in 1899 and an aggregate of two 
and one-half billions was reached in 
1900, there is no lack of money in our 
financial centres, although there was 
never a time in the country’s history 
when so much capital was in daily use in 
its staple industries, 

Germany will find relief from her pres- 
ent straitened condition in free borrow- 
ing for all legitimate undertakings, sup- 
plemented by industry and economy on 
the part of her people. We cannot say 
very much about the cost of her standing 
army so long as we continue to pay out 
$145,000,000 of public money every year 
in pensions to soldiers who did their 
fighting forty years ago, but there is 
evident economic loss in the maintenance 
of her peace establishment army of 700,- 
000 men. That is a pretty large deduc- 
tion from the productive capacity of a 
country with a population of 52,000,000. 
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VETERINARIES AND “THE STAFF.” 


The Secretary of the New Yorlg State 
Veterinary Society hag done himself and 
those whom he represents much credit 
by sending to Mr. Roor the letter which 
Mr. Roor in turn has sent to the Chair- 
man of the Senate Military Committee 
with a commentary of his own. 

The commentary we printed yesterday. 
The Secretary’s objections to creating 
another semi-indeptndent bureau in the 
War Department, of which the subordi- 
nates should be responsible only to the 
head, and the head practically irrespon- 
sible to anybody, are strongly and pun- 
gently expressed. They will command 
the sympathy of everybody whose mem- 
ory goes back as far as the melancholy 
concentration at Tampa of the force 
which was to invade Cuba, Instead of 
furnishing an army corps ready equipped, 
the staff produced a disgraceful chaos, 
and when public indignation became too 
hot to be endurable, “ they all with one 
accord began to make excuses.” The 
exhibition of the unspeakable EAGAN 
was only the final expression of the in- 
subordination which the organization, of 
the United States Army had been for 
years fostering. 

Mr. Roor very strongly objects to add- 
ing another nest of barnacles in a 
“corps” of veterinaries, responsible not 
to the commander of the troops to which 
they are attached, but to the head of 
their ‘corps’’ in Washington. One can 
fancy the feelings of a Colonel of cav- 
alry who could not hold any farrier in 
his command responsible. for the condi- 
tion of the horses, 

But we do not think the Secretary 
makes the most of hig case in saying 
that he has ‘no serious objection” to 
giving military rank to the veterinarians, 
What has doctoring horses to do with 
commanding men? There is an “ Ad- 
miral” on the retired list of the navy 
who has been simply an engineer. There 
will soon be, if there be not already, 
another who has been a Chaplain. We 


ought to draw the line somewhere, be- 


fore we come to addressing a veterinary 
or a\dentist as “ Colonel.” Military rank 
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ought to imply military command, or at 
least the capability to exercise it, or it 
is meaningless and mischievous. 

The Senate bill does the obviously cor- 
rect thing about the veterinaries, in glv- 
ing them the “ pay and allowances,”’ but 
not the rank, of various officers of the 
linc, But the principle is of wider appli- 
cation than has thus far been made of it. 
The barnacles of the staff have their 
own several excuses for the existence of 
their several corps and bureaus, which 
come to this, that they are, respectively, 
experts in some non-military art. An 
officer in the Commissary Department 
will tell you that Mr. Roor’s idea of aer- 
ating that department by means of a 
continual current of details from the line 
is “crazy,” because an officer of the 
Commissary Department is a specialist 
of much experience and high grade in the 
matter of buying provisions. An ord- 
nance officer will similarly tell you that 
the Secretary is ‘all off”? in proposing 
to consolidate his ‘‘ bureau ’”’ with the ar- 
tillery, because an ordnance officer is 
really an expert in mechanical engineer- 
ing, whose place cannot be taken with- 
out vast disadvantage by a mere line 
officer who has been giving his atten- 
tion to nothing more serious or special- 
ized than the tactics of his arm. But 
then, if an expert provision buyer, and 
not an army officer, is needed in one 
and a engineer, 
and not an army officer, is needed in an- 
other, and it would be ruinous to inter- 
change either of these experts with com- 
mon line officers, why should the experts 
have military rank at all, the hardships 
and perils of which they so generally 
shun? Why should not they also, like 
the veterinaries and dentists and Chap- 
lains and engineers and doctors, be con- 
tented with the “ pay and allowances” of 
certain grades of the real fighting lin 
of the army, without asking also for the 
rank of which they object to the correla- 
tive duties? We confess we can see no 
good why, upon their own 
grounds, the barnacle-officers of the staff 
bureaus, who insist upon being continued 
a3 such, should not be put upon the 
footing of the “civilian employés” of 
whom they claim so many of the immu- 
nities. But we have a notion that they 
would not like that, either. 
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AMERICAN TRADE IN MANCHURIA. 
Tc the Rditor of he New York Times: 

I hand you herewith a copy of a letter 
which appeared in a recent number of the 
North China Daily News, written by a 
foreign resident of China of many years’ 
standing, which gives an accurate de- 
scription of the commercial situation in 
Manchuria, and the risks that other na- 
tions run in allowing Russia to become pos- 
sessed of that section of the Chinese Em- 
pire, 

Reports of the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms show that about one-half of all the 
foreign goods received at Niu-Chwang are 
of American origin; the remaining half is 
divided chiefly between Great Britain and 
Japan. As to the development of the 
American trade, the customs official, him- 
self an Englishman, wrote the report for 
1599 as follows: 

‘‘The entry of 584,877 pleces of Ameri- 
can drills ghows the firm hold these goods 
have on thé market, they having increased 
tenfold in as many years.

American 
kerosene oil has leaped from 1,730,000 to 
2,282,060 gallons. American flour  in- 


creased from 48 piculs to 29,343 piculs.”’ 
These are the facts that American mer- 
chants should bear in mind in considering 
the trade of Manchuria, and they should 
remember that, in reading articles like the 
one that I inciose herewith, the nation 


whose interests are far away above those 
ot any other in Manchuria is their own.

Edna May, wearing a gown which seemed 
to be made of cloth of gold and richly be- 
jeweled, was revealed at 8:40 o'clock last 
evening on the stage of the Herald Square 
Theatre, standing in the centre of an ice- 
berg which had just been struck by light- 
ning in an artificial thunderstorm manu- 
factured only six miles from the north 
pole, by a party of American scientists. 
Miss May had been in the iceberg 500 
years, but she took her sudden and violent 
thawing philosophically, as that young ac- 
quaintance of Princes and Dukes seems to 
take everything, and, was not even startled 
when she learned that if she did not drink 
from the golden cup of Olaf she would die 
in ninety days. 

There was an exciting hunt, then, for 
the cup, which was missing, (as might 
have been expected of the golden cup of 
Olaf,) but Miss May did not get excited a 
bit. She simply changed her cloth of gold 
frock for a neat jacket, with closely fit- 
ting unmentionables, and tight leggings, 
and became a pirate. The pirates had pos- 
sessed the cup, it was then learned, but 
the Disagreeable Man had bought it, and, 
just to be disagreeable, he would not let 
Miss May drink out of it, not even after 
Miss Virginia Earl had “ jollied’’ him. 

This Disagreeable Man was not the nice 
fellow out of ‘Ships that Pass in the 
Night,” but was only Mr. Harry Conor 
pretending to be disagreeable. He was so 
very mean that, living in a town where 
sneezing on the streets was forbidden, he 
always carried a pepper box in his pocket. 
But when Miss May changed her pirate 
togs and came forth as a demure-looking 
but questionable Quakeress and deliberate- 
fy sang for him—well, the Disagreeable 
May was moved to tears. 

It may be well to pause here, for a his- 
torical note. The spectacle of Harry Conor 
weeping under the influence of song was 
first revealed on the stage of this very the- 
atre, then called the Park, in a plece enti- 
tled ‘Little Puck,’ away back in the 
eighties. Afterward the same “ turn” was 
a source of boundless public joy for some 
thousands of nights in “A Trip to China- 
town.” 

It is one of the funniest things in “ The 
Girl from Up There,’’ book by Hugh Mor- 
ton, music by Gustave Kerker, produced 
by Charles Frohman at the Herald Square 
Theatre last night. But the very fnnnie#t 

“turn” of all is Charles Aldrich’s new 
adaptation of his tramp burglar act, often 
seen in the music halls. This tramp bur- 
glar now steals the golden cup and takes it 
to Paris. Hence the gay boulevards in Act 
Ill. Hence more and more gorgeous clothes 
for Miss May. Hence chansonettes and gri- 
settes, 

The book of the new piece is not infre- 
quently dull. There is not a flash of wit in 
Mr. Morton's dialogue, and as for his 
lyrics, few of them, except those allotted 
to Miss May, are sung intelligibly. That 
young lady certainly does enunciate clear- 
ly, and she makes, as it seems, the best 
use of her very few gifts. Her face is as 
hopelessly immobile as ever, and her mo- 
tions as stilted. But there is a perceptible 
charm in everything she does, and her sing- 


ing voice is not bad for musical pieces of 
this description. 

it is better, for instance, than Miss Earl’s. 
This once exceedingly popular performer 
seems to have forgotten all she learned in 
her term of service at Daly’s. She lacks 
repose and sings badly. She is still young 
and good-looking, and perhaps she is wait- 
ing for a good part. 

Of the other principals, Otis Harlan and 
Harry Kelly are a pair of clown kings, Mr. 
Kelly being by far the better clown of the 
two, because he is more amusing and a 
better acrobat; Harry Davenport is a tipsy 
offieer, who is sometimes droll and never 
offensive, David Montgomery and Fred 
Stone are a brace of limber pirates, and 
Edna Aug leads a sort of rainbow dance, 
singing a song about ‘“ Seraphina and Her 
Concertina.”” Those; indeed, may be its 
only words. No others could be distin- 
guished last night. But Miss Aug is nimble 
and comely, 

Mr. Kerker’s music is obviously and per- 
sistently Mr. Kerker’s. It is the same old 
music. It has spirit, and dash generally, 
and once in a.while there is an appreciable 
hint of sentiment. But the music alone will 
not make the new piece go. 

The chorus girls and ballerines are well 
trained and look well. But there seems 
to be positively nothing new for them to 
do nowadays. A chronic grumbler, watch- 
ing the posturing and gyration of these 
young women, finds himself wishing that 
chorus girls might be born with more than 
two legs, (or fewer,) so that their stage 
business might be varied. The aseaeny is 
sufficient, and the manner of the produc- 


tion of the new burletta is not open to 
cavil. 
The display of “floral trophies,’ trib- 


utes to the heroine of international artistic 
triumph by the presumably gilded youth of 
this metropolis, turned the main foyer into 


a florists’ exhibition.

WILLARD AS TOM PINCH. 


A Play Made from Chapters in “ Martin 
< Chuzzlewit.” ‘ 
At the Garden Theatre last night Mr. E. 

S. Wilard made his first appearance in 
this city as Tom Pinch, the title character 
of a pleasing little play in three acts, be- 
ing a dramatization of certain incidents in 
Charles Dickens’s ‘*‘ Martin Chuzzlewit.’’ 
The story of the play is simple. It treats 
of the love of poor Tom Pinch, one of Mr.

In the last 
act Tom Pinch has found employment as 
the librarian of an unknown lover of books, 
who turns out to be old Mr. Chuzzlewit. 

The Jatter’s grandson then comes back, is 

reconciled with the old gentleman, and mar- 

ries the girl. Pecksniff falls in disgrace 
with every one, and everybody, includspg 

Tom Pinch, is happy. 
The play was well received last nit 

by an audience which, unfortunately, was 

not as large as it should have been. There 
were many curtain calls, though, and at 

the end Mr. Willard was greeted with a 

veritable burst of cheers, to which he re- 

sponded with a few modest words of thanks 
for the appreciation of the work of his 
company. 

Mr. Willard has a modest part in modest 
Tom Pinch, without fine speeches and 
grand climaxes, but he acts it with such 
charm that he must endear himself to the 
heart of the most blasé theatregoer. His 
support is excellent. Miss Maud Hoffman 
as Mary Graham has few opportunities, but 
she ddédes her scene in the second act with 
Pecksniff and Tom Pinch with fine feeling, 

Mr. J. G. Taylor, a veteran comedian, in 
the part of Old Martin Chuzzlewit; Mr. 
Ernest Stallard as famous Mark Tapley of 
the Blue Dragon, and Mr. Frederick Vol 
as Mr. Pecksniff were excellent and as life- 
like, or rather as like the old pictures, as 
possible. Alice Lonnon and Laura Linden 
as Pecksnift’s daughters, Mercy and Char- 
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ity, were also very amusing. The remain- 
der of the company did full justice to its

“ Garrett O’Magh” Is Well Received by 
Fourteenth Street Audience. 


Irish songs, jokes a plenty, and stirring 
love scenes were what made a big Four- 
teenth Street theatre audience outdo itself 
in applauding Chauncey Olcott last night.

They 
climbed down the regulation ladder from 
her window in the moonlight, rode fifteen 
miles to be married, had some adventures 
incidentally, and they were happy ever- 
more. 

A feature of the performance was the 
acting of a little girl, Tottie Carr being 
her programme name.

“AIDA” AT THE OPERA. 





A Superb Performance of Verdi’s Work 
Last Night. 


The performance of Verdi's great opera 
** Aida,” which was given at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House last night, will not soon 
be forgotten by those who had the. good 
fortune to hear it. It was a performance 
which started in a high key and seemed to 
reach a higher one before the evening was 
over. The joys of the occasion began when 
the curtain rose and revealed the stalwart 
De Reszke brothers, Jean and Edouard, as 
Radames and Ramfis. With the aid of Mr. 
Plon, the conductor, who was evidently de- 
termined to make a record for himself and 
set out to direct with energy and some dis- 
tribution of light and shade, they began 
the performance on a level of art which 
called for all the prowess of their associates 
to maintain. Mr. Jean de Reszke sometimes 
omits the tenor’s early aria, ‘‘ Celeste 
Aida,” but he did not do so last night. On 
the contrary, he sang it like a transcendant 
master of lyric art and with a glorious 
splendor of tone. That achievement set the 
key for the evening and thenceforward all 
things went well. The grand finale of the 
second act, the pageant and ensemble, went 
with a magnificent swing and vigor and the 
enthusiasm of the house after it was great. 

Mr. Jean de Reszke has not treated us 
to his Radames for several seasons. His 
singing last night must have given grief 
to those who have been hoping for his end. 
for he seemed to have more voice than he 
did when he was last here. And he sang 
with splendid freedom and declamatory 
power. It was a night of triumph for 
him. He made a splendid figure of the 
Egyptian hero, and when it came to the 
beauties of the Nile scene, he brought them 
out with consummate skill. And he did 
not forget the composition of the char- 
acter, either. His Radames was an intel- 
ligible and sympathetic person. He had a 
most agreeable associate in Mme. Gadski, 
who was last night added to the long lst 
of Aidas already heard on the Metropolitan 
stage. This sincere and painstaking so- 
prano was very successful with her first 
attempt here at this part. She sang the 
music with good judgment in the phrasing 
and shading, and with much feeling. Cer- 
tainly her ‘‘ Ritorna vincitor’’ and her 
‘**O patria mia’’ were admirable pieces of 
singing, while in the big finale of the sec- 
ond act her voice rang out with unex- 
pected power, soaring over the mass of 
sound with abundant power. 

Mr. Scotti’s vigorous and magnetic 
Amonasro is already well known to this 

ublic. It was up to its highest standard 
ast night, which is another saying that it 
is the best we have-had since Pantaleoni’s: 
Mme. Louise Homer deserves praise for a 
well-conceived treatment of the part of 
Amnerts, which was marred only by her 
eagerness to give more tone than she could 
without undue effort. Mr. Edouard de 
Reszke was a sonorous Ramfis, and Mr. 
Journet was an excellent King. At the 
last previous performance he sang the 
High Priest, and Mr. Muhimann was the 
King. It is by these constant changes of 
cast that Mr. Grau keeps up the interest 
of his audiences. It is not often, however, 
that the moves on his operatic chessboard 
result in such happy combinations as that 
of last night. With such a cast, “ Aida, 
a too much neglected work, ought to be 
performed several times in the course of 
the season. The mise en scéne might be 
improved, but it is quite as good as the 
patrons of the house demand. We go to 
the Metropolitan to hear singers. If they 
will always sing as they did last night, we 
shall be happy.

RICAN GASES FILED 


Government Counsél Replies to ex- 
President Harrison. 


Plaintiff's Counsel Contend Islands Are 
as Much a Part of the United 
States as Any State. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Solicitor Gen- 
eral Richards, in behalf of the Govern- 
ment, to-day filed in the United States 
Supreme Court a brief in the cases brought 
by Elias S. A. De Luna, Samuel B. Downes, 
Henry W. Dooley, Carlos Armstrong, and 
George W. Crossman against either George 
R. Bidwell, Collector of the Port of New 
York, the United States directly, all 
involving questions of the taxation rela- 
tions between the United States and our 
{nsular possessions. The cases will come 
up for argument to-morrow. The feature 
of the brief is the direct notice it takes 
of ex-President Harrison's address at Ann 
Arbor, and the response made thereto in 
behalf of the Administration. 

The De Luna case concerns duties col- 
lected on sugars imported into New York 
from Porto Rico after ratification of the 
Paris peace treaty and before passage of 
the Porto Rican act; the Downes case in- 
volves duties on oranges brought from 
Porto Rico into New York after the pas- 
Buge of ihe Porto Rican act; the two 
Dooley cases and the Armstrong case, 
duties on goods imported from Porto Rico 
during military occupation, and partly be- 
fore and partly after the ratification of 
the treaty, and also after passage of the 
Porto Rican Tariff act, and the Crossman

The reference to ex-President Harrison's 
Ann Arbor address is preceded by a state- 
ment of the Government's position, with 
reference to the extent to wuich the Con- 
Blitution applies to newly acquired ter- 
ritory.

tions of the Constitution apply everywhere

rHE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION. 

This statement of the Government's 
Btanding ground leads up to the notice

address. Of this address Solicitor General 
Richards's brief says: 

*‘In a recent address, a portion of which 
I understand has been brought to the at- 
tention of the court, a distinguished states- 
man and lawyer affects to believe that If 
the view of the Government is correct, 
Congress could, withou ‘onstitutional ob- 
jection, pass a Porto Rican act providing 
for a number of shocking things. The 
Government has never asserted and does 
not believe that Congress has the power 
ot a despot in Porto Rico. The fundamen- 
tal limitations in favor of personal rights 
which are tormulated in the Constitution 
and its amendments, referred to by Mr. 
Justice Bradley, stand in the way of ev- 
erything suggested which shocks the moral 
gense. 

“Congress could not pass any ex post 
facto law or declare an attainder, or grant 
any title of nobility, or provide for the 
trial or punishment of treason other than 
in the way marked out by the Constiiu- 
tion, all these things being prohibited by 
direct and applicable provisions. If the 
first ten amendments do not limit, by di- 
rect application, Congress in legislating for 
our hew possessions, neither do they oper- 
aie within the States which compose the 
Union. 

“As this Court, speaking by Chief Jus- 
tice Waite, said in United States vs. Cruik- 
shank et al: ‘ The first amendment to the 
Constitution prohibits Congress from 
abridging the right of the people to assem- 
ble and to petition the Government for a 
recress of grievances. This, like the other 
amendments proposed and adopted at. the 
Same time, was tt intended to limit the 
powers of the State Governments in re- 
Bpect to their own citizens, but to o 
upon the Natio: Government 


RIGHTS OF

its Constitution and laws, are supreme. 

“They can define treason against the 
State as they see fit; they can limit the 
freedom of speech and of the press; they 
can restrict the bearing of arms: they can 
provide for the quartering of troops: they 
can regulate the right of earch and or 
arrest; they can provide for the trial of 
capital or otherwise infamous crimes upon 
information and without indietment and 
without a jury, and they haye done so. 
They can do away with the trial of civil 
Suits by a jury. And they may do many 
other things which | need not enumerate.” 

‘The right of the people of the States 
to change their laws and system of pro- 
cedure so as to make them conform to 
changed views of administration, or the 
exigencies of their social life, has been 
sustained. If the Constitutional guaran- 
tees relating to indictment by a Grand 
Jury and trial by a petit jury are not fun- 
damental in character and therefore do 
mot tie the hands of the inhabitants of a 
Territory when organizing a State, why 
should they tie the hands of the President 
and Congress in preserving order and pro- 
tecting life and property in our new pog- 
sessions: 

PEACE TREATY’'S EFFECT. 

“It is a strange contention that as soon 
es the treaty went into effect, the power 
of the President and Congress to preserve 
order in the new possessions ceased. There 
were no Grand Juries, no petit juries, no 
machinery for punishing crime by the pro- 
cesses of the Anglo-Saxon law, and yet, if 
the limitations intended for the States at 
once of their own torce applied in these new 
possessions, crime could be punished in no 
other way. The Constitution, which gave 
the United States the power to acquire 
territory by treaty, and imposed upon Con- 
gress the duty of disposing of and govern- 
ing it, did not leave the National Govern- 
ment helpless by demanding impossibili- 
ties.’’ 

The brief then goes into the question of 
the validity of the duties assessed and col- 

. lected on the several importations involved 
in the cases at bar, folowing the general 
lines of the argument heretofore made by 
Attorney General Griggs. Jt, however, 
contains some new suggestions, the most 
interesting being this: 

“If Chief Justice Taney was wrong. (re- 
ferring to the case of Mleming vs. Page, 
holding that the United States ‘may de- 
mand the cession of territory as the con- 
dition of peace, in order to indemnify its 
citizens for the injuries they have suf- 
fered, or to reimburse the Government for 
the expenses of war,’) and we cannot take 
territory sub modo to indemnify or reim- 
burse us, but only to make it a part ef the 
United States. then, before the President 
carries a war into the enemy’s country, he 
should send a commission ahead of the 
army to ascertain and report whether the 
territory he proposes to invade and conquer 
is fit to be made a part of the United 


tates, for neither the treaty-making pow- 

nor Congress can prevent that result if 

cession follows conuest, 

‘Before the President sent Dewey to 
Manila ne should have satisfied himself 
that the Philippines were suitable for in- 
corporation into the Union, for we could 
destroy the Spanish power there only at 
the risk of having to assume the burdens 
of sovuoreignty ourselves,” 


WHERE OPPOSITION STANDS. 
Ex-Secretary Carlisle, who appears as 
leading counsel against the Government, 
will not file an individual brief, but will 
content himself with the verbal presenta- 
tion of his views. IHlis name, however, ap- 


pears as of counsel in the brief in the 
Dooley cases. Henry M,. Ward filed these 
briefs in the Supreme Court to-day. L*ollow- 
ing is a summary of the argument: 

Kirst—At all times since the ratification 
of the treaty Porto Rico has been a part of 
the United States. 

Second—As a consequence of the treaty 
the entire sovereignty over Porto Rico has 
become vested in the United States, but the 
executive and legislative departments of 
the Federal Government have only such 
power in relation to Porto Rico as is grant- 
ed to them by the Constitution. 

Third—The President had not the power 
under the Constitution to make or enforce 
the order of Jan. 20, 1899, in so far as it 
imposed duties upon articles of merchan- 
dise brought into Porto Rico from other 
parts of the United States. 

Fourth—Congress had not the power un- 
der the Constitution to impose the taxes or 
duties imposed by the act of April 12, 1900, 
upon articles of merchandise brought into 
Porto Rico from other parts of the United 
States or into other parts of the .,United 
States from Porto Rico. 

In sustaining these points no time is 
spent in discussing the power of the United 
States to acquire and hold outside terri- 
tory, that power having ‘' become firmly 
established.”’ In support of the first point 
it is contended that by the operation of the 
Paris Treaty Porto Rico has become as 
much a part of the United States as any 
one of the organized States or Territories. 

The second point, relating to sovereignty, 
is elaborated in part as follows: ‘In using 
the expression ‘sovereignty’ or ‘ owner- 
ship’ of the United States we mean _not 
the sovereignty or ownership of the Gov- 
ernment or of the President or of Congress, 
but the sovereignty or ownership of the 
people of this country, in whom the ulti- 
mate power is lodged, and by whom not all 
power, but certain enumerated powers only, 
nave been delegated to the various co-ordal- 
nate branches of the Government. Conse- 
quently, it does not follow that because 
Spain has yielded her sovereignty Congress 
has unlimited sovereign powers. 

THE PRESIDENT’S POWERS. 

‘““Congress has no powers whatsoever, 
derived from any other source than the 
Constitution. It does not derive any addi- 
tional powers from international law or 
from ‘the fact that the United States is a 
sovereign nation,’ or from the fact that 
the exercise of such power may be deemed 
necessary in order to carry out the policy 
of a particular administration.” 

There is also elaborate argument on the 
question of the lawful power of the Presi- 
dent in connection with the order of Jan. 
20, 1899, in so far as it related to duties. 
The contention is made that notwithstand- 
ing this step was taken by the Chief Ex- 
ecutive as Commander in Chief of the 
Army, it was not a necessary military 
measure. “If this duty was lawfully im- 
posed,”’ is asked, ‘‘ what limit is there 
upon this domestic military power?’’ Other 
similar questions follow: 

“If the President could lay this tax 
upon commerce between Porto Rico and 
other parts of the United States on Veb. 
1, IS99, did he continue to have this power 
until Congress should act, and what if 
Congress had not acted for years or had 
been prevented from acting by the Presi- 
dent's veto ? Is the military power om- 
nipotent in a new territory until Congress 
acts ? Js it the function of the President 
when Congress does not legislate to legis- 
late ir its place? What difference does the 
fuct—if it be a fact—that the proceeds ot 
these duties were expended ‘for the bene- 
fit of Porto Rico’ make?” 

The conclusion is drawn that “the ex- 
istence of any such power in one man, 
however exalted his office, is opposed to 
the whole spirit of our institutions.” 

The scope of the fourth point in the sum- 
mary is indicated by the following ques- 
tions: “What is meant by the term 
‘United States,’ as here used ? Does it 
include only the forty-five States and leave 
the trade between Porto Rico and Arizona, 
New Mexico, Alaska, and the District of 
‘olumbia free, or does it mean ‘ the United 
States as constituted before the late war 
with Spain, and hence not apply to the 
trade between Porto Rico and Hawaii, 
Guam, and the Philippines ?’ 

“Is this an attempt to levy import duties 
upon commerce between domestic ports, 
or are these exactions of the nature of 
excises or internal revenue taxes? Has 
Congress any warrant for laying these 
taxes arising out of its power to govern 
the territory of the United States ?”’ 

The conclusion is drawn that the taxes 
are not imposts or custom duties, but in 
the nature of is{ternal revenue duties or 
excises,

Designs on Manchuria. 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—The Washington cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: 

‘The United States Government has pro- 
posed to the powers the transfer of the 
Chinese negotiations from Peking to Wash- 
ington.’”’ 

In the opinion of the Foreign Office, 
there is likely to be a great deal more 
discussion before the Chinese imperial per- 
sonages finally agree to the penalties in- 
sisted upon by the powers. 

The British Foreign Office considers the 
reported sugreement between Russia and 
China regarding the Manchurian Province 
of Feng-'Vien as probably referring to mili- 
tary meusures of a temporary character, 
There is nothing in the possession of the 
Foreign Office to show that any such 
agreement has the sanction of Russia and 
China. 

PEKING, Jan. 7.-—The report that the 
Chinese Court had instructed the Chinese 
peace envoys to refuse to sign the joint 
note of the powers to China is confirmed. 
The Court referred to the objections of the 
Southern Viceroys, which are the same as 
the Court's. 

Prince Ching, however, informed the 
Court that it was too late, and a reply from 
Sian-l'oo is expected shortly. 


SHANGIIAT, Jan. 7.—Bigoted Court offi- 
cials, it is reported, still raise objections to 
signing an acceptance of the joint demands. 


EXPEDITIONS NOT TO STOP. 


PEKING, Jan. 6.—Count von Waldersee 
Says that China's request, through her 
representatives at foreign Courts, that the 
expeditions should cease cannot be com- 
plied with at present, 

No expeditions, the Field Marshal asserts, 
are sent out without adequate cause. 
Where there are scenes of bloodshed or 
disorder troops are sent to interfere, this 
being the only means of preventing out- 
rage. He declares that the expeditions are 
not intended for punitive purposes, but 
merely for police purposes, with a view to 
giving the necessary protection to life and 
property.

PROPOSED COMMERCIAL TREATY. 
SHANGHAT, Jan. 7.—Sir Ernest Mason 
Satow, British Minister to China, has pro- 
posed to the other foreign envoys the draft 
of a commercial treaty with China based 
upon the following conditions: 
First—Freedom for all coasting vessels. 
Second—Freedom for a!l vessels on inland 
waters, especially the Yang-tse-hiang. 
Third—Permission to import foreign salt. 
lourth—Adoption of regulations encour- 
aging Chinese investments in foreign con- 
cerns. 
lifth—Steps extending China's exports 
and imports. 
Sixth—Protection of trade marks 
Seventh—Protection of treaty ports. 
The draft has not been accepted by the 
powers, and discussion regarding it has 
been postponed. 


COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY’S NEEDS 


Appeal for $100,000 a Year to Meet In- 


terest on Floating Debt. 

The Trustees of Columbia University met 
yesterday afternoon at the University 
Building, President Seth Low presiding. 

Announcement was made by President 
Low of the bequest of $50,000 to the uni- 
versity by the late Henry Villard. Other 
bequests were announced, as follows: Six 
thousand dollars by the Misses Maria Il. 


Campbell and Catherine B. Campbell, in 
memory of their brothers, Robert and 
Henry, who were graduated in the classes 
of ‘44 and ‘47, respectively. Gifts of $450 
were announced to the American School of 
Oriental Study, in Palestina 

The following appointnents were an- 
nceunced: Dr. Wirnest V. Hubbard, Assistant 
in Pathology; Dr. Siuart P. Jessup, As- 
sistant in Normal Histology; Myron H. 
Falk, Assistant in Civil Engineering; Jo- 
seph S. MeCord, Assistant in Mineralogy, 
and Dr. James D, Voorhees, Secretary of 
the Faculty of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the university. 

The tollowing statement of the financial 
condition of the university was issued by 
the Trustees, showing briefly what has 
been accomplished since the remoyal to the 
new site: Cost of land and development 
ai Morningside Hicights, $6,516,3800.17; im- 
provements of College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, S$S7),GS8.4%; iotal, ST OSS.60; 
intere June 3U, 1900, $586,510.92; total, 
$7,082,. ; 

* Or large sum, the university has 
succecded in paying, mostly out of gifts 
and legacies, $4,250,000, Of this outstand- 
ing debt, the sum of $750,000 is provided 
for. It still owes $3,000,000 that is not 
provided for, upon which the annual inter- 
est payable is X08,500, 

‘Careful computation justifies the Trust- 
ees in saying that in eight years from 
new the university will be able, by the in- 
cercase of income from its fees and endow- 
ments, to care for its floating debt with- 
out embarrassment to its educational work. 
The falling in of continegent interest al- 
ready definitely established may hasten this 
result importantly. , 

“If our interest payable can be taken 
eare of for eight years, the problem of 
the university, growing out of its removal 
to the new site will be solved. 

“Phe trust fnud of the university has 
been increased by $1,250,000; the library 
hus grown from 120,000 to over 800,000 
volumes, the teaching force from 226 to 
361i, and the number of students from 1,064 
to 2,060, These figures do not include 
either Barnard College or the Teachers’ 
College. 

‘Since removal, also, an educational de- 
ficiency of more than $48,000 has been 
overcome, and the university, after this 
academic year, will be running within its 
income, after assuming the full care of its 
enlarged plant, 

“For a few yeurs, and for a few years 
only, the university needs help to prevent 
its debts trom being further swelled by 
berrowed interest. ‘J'o meet this situation, 
appeal is made to all the friends of the 
higher education in New York. Friends of 
the university, including the President and 
Trustees, nave already pledged $38,000 for 
this purpose. Tor the rest, the university 
confidently turns to the citizens of New 
York who value the things for which Co- 
lumbia University stands in this metro- 
politan city.” 


ANOTHER HALL OF FAMED HINT. 


Harvard Professor Suggests that Elec- 
tors Meet and Talk the Matter Over. 
The Council of the New York University 

held a meeting yesterday afternoon at the 
University Building,on Washington Square. 
It was announced that the alterations to 
the Carnegie Laboratory, in Kast Twenty- 
sixth Street, had been completed. The top 
story has been rebuilt since last Spring, 
and the entire building has been refitted for 
the purposes of a bacteriological labora- 
tory. Mr. Carnegie has defrayed the en- 
tire expense of the work done. 

It was also announced that the electors 
for the Hall of Fame, who were all recent- 
ly invited to serve again in 102, had, so far 
as heard from, accepted. Out of the fifty 
famous Americans who were to be chosen 
at first, only twenty-nine received the 
requisite number of votes last year. There 
are, therefore, twenty-one to be selected 
next year. A letter was received from a 
well-known Harvard professor suggesting 





that before another ballot is taken a con- 
ference shall: be held in New York some 
time next year, at which all the electors 
who can make it convenient shall be pres- 
ent. At this conference, it was suggested, a 
better understanding might, perhaps, be 
reached. ‘There has been some fear that 
through a possible oversight, some very 
eminent names might be omitted, an omis- 
sion which the electors themselves might 
regret. 

Another letter was received from Prof. 
Hermann Grimm of Germany. He congrat- 
ulated the university upon having received 
such a gift as the Hall of Fame, and he 
was especially pleased to know that Mmer- 
son had been put in the first place among 
American authors by the votes of the elect- 
ors.

Prisoner, Released on Bail, Rearrested 


on Charge of Felonious Assault— 
Witnesses Contradict Each Other. 


Miles McDonnell, who shot and killed 
George Price and wounded three others in 
a shotoing affray in the Onawa Café Dec. 
29 last, was yesterday prevented from go- 
ing scot free for Price’s killing, by Arthur 
Blue, a Coroner’s juryman, at the inquest 
before Coroner Hart. 

The case went to the jury at half past 
three o’clock in the afternoon. The first 
ballot stood eleven for a verdict of self- 
defense and one, Blue’s vote, for homi- 
cide. The contention of Blue was that it 
had been shown that McDonnell was the 
only man who had a pistol. Many wit- 
nesses testified, however, that Kennedy not 
only had a pistol, but shot twice with it 
before McDonnell drew his. Blue, by 5 
o'clock, had won John Hoopes, W. Himmel- 
mann, and Sigmund Klein, over to his way 
of thinking, and at that hour a divided 
verdict of eight to four, for self-defense 
was handed up.

The next day the 
witness gave the pistol to Thomas Mc- 
Clatchey, he said, in the latter's saloon in 
the presence of John Kennedy and John 
litzsimmons. McClatchey was called to the 
stand. 

‘Did you receive a pistol from MecDon- 
ald?’’ asked Coroner Hart. 

‘IT did not,’’ answered McClatchey, 
tradicting McDonald flatly. 

The Coroner ordered McDonald 
up in the rear of the courtroom. 

‘Is this the man you gave the 
to?”’ asked the Coroner, pointing 
witness. 

“T solemnly swear said Mc- 
Donald. 

‘**T solemnly swear that you didn’t,” 
turned McClatchey.

McClatchey denied that Kennedy was in- 
terested in his saloon or that the latter in- 
troduced him to brewers.

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PROF. WOOD A SUICIDE 


Teacher in Brown University Hangs 
Himself in Brooklyn. 


A VICTIM OF OVERWORK 


Had Come to Visit His Brother, in an 
Attempt to Recover from Attack 
of Melancholia. 


Charles D. Wood, thirty-three years old 
an Assistant Professor in English Litera. 
ture in Brown University, committed sul- 
cide yesterday afternoon at the home of 
his brother, Dr. Walter C. Wood, 80 Halsey 
Street, Brooklyn, by hanging himself to a 
doorknob in his room. Prof. Wood came to 
Brooklyn yesterday on a leave of absence 
from the university to rest and try to re- 
cover his normal state of mind. He had 
been suffering from melancholia for some 
time. 

Prof. Wood was unmarried, and his home 
was in Northampton, Mass. He was a grad- 
uate of Amherst College and had also at- 
tended Heidelberg University, in Germany. 

He had been an instructor at Brown 
Jniversity, Providence, R. I., for two and 
one-half years. His associates there began 
to notice a change in him about six weeks 
ago and became eoncerned about him. He 
appeared to be suffering frog, deep melan- 
cholia and efforts to get him back into his 
usual cheerful state of mind failed. Prof. 
Wood's condition was attributed to over- 
zealous application to his duties ag an in- 
structor, In addition to his regular duties 
he had been working hard in the prepara- 
tion of a special course in English litera- 
ture, embracing that of the nineteenth 
century. In this he is said to have over- 
worked himself and to have succumbed to 
the strain on his physical and mental pow- 
ers. He came to Brooklyn just before 
Christmas to spend the holidays at the 
home of his brother, Dr. Wood, and when 
he returned to Providence he was thought 
to have regained his normal condition. But 
£00n after his return to his duties he again 
lapsed into a state of melancholia. 

Friends communicated with his brother in 
Brooklyn, advising that the professor be 
taken away for a long rest. Dr. Wood sent 
a friend of his brother to Providence on 
Sunday to bring the professor to Brooklyn. 
Prof. Wood, accompanied by his friend, ar- 
rived in Brooklyn yesterday morning. 

Soon after reaching Brooklyn the 
fessor went over to Manhattan, where he 
transacted some business. He then re- 
turned to his brother’s home, where he 
spent the remainder of the morning writing 
letters of a business nature. After luncheon 
he went up stairs to his room. He was 
found there a short time later by one of the 
members of the hausehold hanging from a 
oorknob, dead. Prof. Wood had used a 

Iken portiere rope to strangle himself 
with. He had placed a noose about his 
neck, tied the other end of the rope about 
the doorknob, and then contrived to sus- 
pend the weight of his body on the rope, so 
that strangulation ensued.

PROVIDENcs, x. s., Jan. 7.—Prof. 
Charles D. Wood, who committed suicide 
in New York, had been an instructor in 
Inglish at Brown for several years. The 
news that he had killed himself was a 
reat shock to the students and those who 
ad been associated with him at the uni- 
versity. He was very well liked by all 
who knew him here, and although some- 
what despondent at times, it was generally 
supposed that he was satisfied with his 
prospects. He had not been advanced as 
rapidly as some others who started at 
work at the university about the time he 
did, and it is likely that this fact preyed 
on his mind to some extent. Students 
who have studied under him stated to- 
night that they had noticed fits of depres- 
sion which they had attributed to his feel- 
ing that he had not been advanced with a 
rapidity equal to his merits. 


AARONS WILL BRING SUIT. 


Manager Will Claim Damages from 
Henrietta Crosman. 


On the rialto the controversy 
Miss Henrietta Crosman and Alfred E. 
Aarons is still the principal subject of 
gossip. Mr. Aarons has engaged a lawyer 
to institute a suit for damages. Mr. Camp- 
bell, Miss Crosman’s husband, still affirms 
that Mr. Aarons ‘ broke every clause in 


his contract.” 

Since Miss Crosman came before the cur- 
tain on Saturday night and announced 
that she would play no more because the 
manager of the Savoy Theatre, Mr. Aarons, 
was persecuting her, Mr. Campbell has 
been busy arranging dates for the interval 
between next Monday and the appearance 
of ‘‘ Mistress Nell’’ in Philadelphia on the 
98th. He will fill short dates in small 
towns during that period. 

“After leaving Philadelphia,’’ he said 
yesterday, ‘we shall travel, as arranged, 
to various cities, not returning to New 
York until next season. We shall be here 
then certainly.” 

Mr. Proctor, the vaudeville manager, bas 
Offered to book Miss Crosman for a sketch 
in his Fifth Avenue Theatre, but she has 
not accepted the offer. It is certain that 
she will not do so. 

Maurice Meyer, Mr. Aarons’s lawyer, ex- 
plained last night his side of the contro- 
versy from a legal point of view. 

“YT have carefully examined the con- 
tracts and papers in the case,’’ he said, 
* and. have advised Mr. Aarons that he has 
an absolute and positive action against 
Miss Crosman in damages arising out of 
last Saturday's episode. The nature of the 
action we shall institute, or in what form it 
will be, I will not tell at present, but it will 
be begun very soon. In my judgment the 
question is only one of amount; the only 
issue will be just what Miss Crosman will 
have to pay Mr. Aarons as a remuneration 
for the injury she has done him. ? 

**No matter if he has done everything 
she alleges, she has no ground for com- 
plaint, and he can get damages.”’ 

Both the manager and his lawyer said 
that they proposed to establish a — 
“to prevent stars from being able to im- 

ose on their managers in such a high- 

anded fashion.’’ 

Mr. Aarons added that he believed the 
whole controversy had been planned by 
the actress and her manager for advertis- 
ing purposes, : 

It is claimed by Miss Crosman, as has 
been told before, that Mr. Aarons, formerly 
an anti-trust man, is now under the trust's 
influence; that the syndicate has enlisted 
his aid in its efforts to ruin her business. 
Meanwhile. the Savoy Theatre will remain 
vacant for a while. The interesting ques- 
tion is whether or net the next attraction 
there is to be a ‘‘ syndicate play.”

One of the Patients an Inmate of Man- 
hattan Insane Asylum. 


Referring to the statement of, Dr. Lever- 
son that he had not been in the habit of 
reporting smallpox cases attended by him, 
Assistant Sanitary Superintendent Dilling- 
ham said yesterday, *I shall have certain 
evidence to present to the board to-morrow.

REFINED SUGAR GOES UP. 
Advanced Ten Points by All the Re- 
finers—Various Reasons Assigned. 
All grades of refined sugar were yester- 
day advanced ten points by all the refiners, 
the American Sugar Refinery Company, 
the National Sugar Refining Company, and 

the Arbuckles. 

Various reasons are assigned for this ac- 
tion by the refiners following so closely 
after the late reduction of five points. The 
refiners themselves say that a great many 
orders were received shortly after the be- 
ginning of the day which put them in over- 
sold condition. Some brokers claimed they 
had advised their customers to put orders 
in, as if the market for raw sugar held 
steady an advance in the refined product 
might be looked for. 

There is a difference in opinion, however, 
as to the reason for the advance. In some 
quarters it is said that the advance was not 
altogether due to the improvement in de- 
mand for the refined product, and it was 
intimated that the advance in price was 
another indication of the settlement of the 
sugar war. 

President Post of the National Sugar Re- 
fining Company said yesterday that the ad- 
vance was brought about by the large de- 
mand. 

‘“‘I will say positively,”’ he said, ‘ that 
there has been no meeting of the refiners. 
The American Company advanced the price, 
and, as they are in a position to establish 
it, we gladly follow it. This action does not 
indicate harmony.” 

At the office of Arbuckle Brothers it 
was stated that the advance fpllowed the 
receipt of a great volume of orders, and 
that the demand exceeded thé supply. 


KATZ BROTHERS WITHDRAW. 


Will Make No Further Effort to Secure 
the Rogers Locomotive Works. 
PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 7.—Bernard 
Katz of the brewing firm of Katz Broth- 
ers, which has been endeavoring to com- 
plete arrangements for the retention of 
the Rogers Locomotive Works in this city, 
says that the offer by the firm of $200,000 
toward the keeping of the works in opera- 
tion is now withdrawn. Mr. Katz says he 
is convinced, in view of the attitude of 
the meeting held Saturday night, that the 
citizens of Paterson are not willing to 
bestir themselves in the matter, and as Mr. 
Rogers is not willing to agree to the terms 
proposed by him and his brother they have

MORE RECORDS BROKEN. 


Wall Street hears and heeds rumors of 
new financial deals galore. None of them 
are little, most of them are tremendous 
—as circulating Stock Exchange reports 
present them. And the stock market 
keeps on whirling upward from the in- 
fluence of them. 

Seme of the forecasts are evident fab- 
rications, wholly ridiculous, indeed; but 
equally evident is the fact that many 
others have substantial foundation, and 
so extraordinary have been recent reve- 
lations of what the foremost financiers 
of the country are doing that it is not at 
all difficult for Wall Street to conclude 
that there can be in contemplation what 
is very much bigger. The consummation 
of those plans which make James J. Hill 
the master railway manager of the 
Northwest, the official announcement 
that the Reading Company absorbs Jer- 
sey Central and is to become the central 
and chiefly profiting figure in a compre- 
hensive coal trust—herein is sufficient 
occasion to warrant security market en- 
thusiasm, while even more effective is 
the no longer disguised condition of 
actual personal intimacy and close fi- 
nancial partnership between those finan- 
cial interests of the country which are 
most powerful. Undgg the circumstances 
it is natural enough for ordinary observ- 
ers to construe as significant any excep- 
tional developments whether actual or 
merely suggestive. In Wall Street’s pres- 
ent mood any other view would be un- 
natural. Thus, conspicuous stocks, be- 
coming active, jump upward easily. 

°° 

In the standard Western railway stocks 
and in the securities of the anthracite 
coal] group public favor showed yesterday 
notably. Rock Island and Burlington 
came into new prominence, showing 
strength equal even to that displayed in 
St. Paul’s recent phenomenal advance. 
Concerning both many interesting fore- 
easts were discussed, but official con- 
firmation was not obtainable. In Rock 
Island there seemed to be persistent in- 
side selling after the first spurt, and 

final quotations showed a decline of 
nearly 3 points from the high figure of 
the day, though a net gain of that size 
was scored. A Director of the Rock Isl- 
and Company disposed of one rumor by 
saying unequivocally: ‘“‘No action has 
been taken regarding the next Rock Isl- 
and dividend rate, and nobody is author- 
ized to predict that the rate will be 
raised.” This does not exactly deny that 
the Rock Island dividend rate will be 
raised, but it does dispose of some spe- 
cific reports that a higher dividend has 
already been officially agreed upon.

In Missouri Pacific, in some of the 
Vanderbilt properties, and in the coal 
companies, seml-official statements, 
upon the other hand, are promising in- 
creased dividend disbursements. Af of- 
ficial Missouri Pacific memorandum rep- 
resents that current earnings are at an 
8 per cent. rate, while computations from 
official statistics are made to show that 
the Reading Company can earn full div- 
idends on all three classes of its stock— 
common as Well as the first and second 
preferred. The Reading Company, hand- 
ling nearly 25 per cent. of the total an- 
thracite tonnage of the country, can by 
an advance of only 25 cents per ton add 
about $2,500,000 to its annual income— 
this one item alone being approximately 
equal to the full payment of 4 per cent. 
dividends on both the first and second 
preferred stocks. The annual report for 
the year ending June 30 last showed a 
surplus balance of $1,938,000. Actually, 
however, this is only about half of the 
“extraordinary expenses” charged into 
last year’s account. Exa:iination of 
these will show that the company paid 
out of current income $1,904,000 for rail- 
road improvements, $593,000 for equip- 
ment renewals, and $750,000 for new 
work of collieries. These items make a 
total of $3,247,000, which, added to the 
surplus actually shown, gives Reading’s 
net earnings of last year as $5,185,000.

A BATTLE WITH A STORM. 
The Transport Ingalls Badly Bruised 
and Battered by Heavy Seas. 
The little United States transport Ingalls 
arrived here yesterday, after an exciting 
voyage from San Juan and Havana. Off 
the Florida coast she encountered a gale 
that lasted forty hours. Her steering gear 
was badly damaged, the big wheel being 
smashed to pieces and the wooden grating 
g@round it washed overboard. One big wave 
smashed in the door of the saloon and 
flooded the interior, rolling unchecked 
f@cross dining tables and tearing up the 
stationary iron chairs that were riveted 
to the floor. There was not a part of the 





vessel but what suffered more or less 
damage. 
From Havana the Ingalls had good 


weather until Fernandina, Fla., was sight- 
ed, on last Wednesday. Then there arose 
euch a terrific northerly wind that Capt. 


Stevenson ordered low speed, and no 
ooner had the engines slowed down than 
uge waves began to beat over the decks 

fore and aft. The wind shifted. The 

waves grew fiercer. A stationary iron 
ladder leading to the bridge was torn away 

@nd hurled overboard. Another ladder was 

twisted to pieces and fell on deck with a 

crash. 

Twenty-four hours after the storm arose, 
the vessel having meanwhile been kept on 
her course with difficulty, the steam steer- 
ing gear went wrong. First the wheel, 
five feet in diameter, was smashed. Then 
the wooden grating around it, which was 
elso used as a platform, was washed away. 
The engineers got to work and repaired 
the gear so that it was in shape for steer- 
joe again, but in the meantime the crew 

ad to work hard to keep the transport’s 
head up by means of the hand-steering ap- 
paratus. 

All the while heavy seas were breaking 
over the vessel. Besides the wave that 
smashed through the saloon, there was 
one which broke into a special suite of 
eabins on the upper deck—quarters pre- 
pared for the use of State officials like the 
Governor of Cuba or Generals of the arnyy. 
Everything in these apartments was either 
ruined or badly injured. The pumps got out 
of order, and a bucket brigade worked 
steadily, bailing out the water as it poured 
down hatchways, through broken portholes, 
and into deck cabins through shattered sky- 
lights. Much of the freight in the hold 
was stove in and utterly destroyed. For 
forty hours the strain continued, and when 
the sea and the winds moderated the trans- 
port presented a right sorry appearance, 
with splinters sirewn all over her decks 
@nd with the most of her superstructure 
glasswork smashed, 

The Ingalls was formerly the Clear- 
water, and was built for the fruit trade 
between here and Honduras. She is small, 
but a “speeder.”” Of late her duty has 
been that of a transport between Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and Gen. Wood has used 
her in his visits of inspection to different 
eng ports. Her crew is composed large- 
y of West Indians. 





VICE CRUSADER ON HORSEBACK. 


Causes Consternation by Galloping on 
Third Avenue Sidewalk. 


Consternation and excitement were 
spread among the pedestrians on Third Av- 
enue in the vicinity of Sixty-fifth Street 
Bunday afternoon by the appearance of a 
well-dressed young man mounted on a 
Jarge white horse riding in Paul Revere 
fashion along the middle of the sidewalk. 
The young man, who was being jolted con- 
siderably, found time between gasps to 
shout “ Down with vice!” ‘‘ To h—1 with 
Richard Croker!’’ ‘‘ The butchers are all 
right! ’’ and other things calculated to cause 
excitement. The populace ran into door- 
Ways, threw themselves into areaways, and 
dodged behind lampposts until this new 
kind of vice crusader had passed. 

As the horse and rider approached Sixty- 
fifth Street the animal, which was plainly 
unused to service under the saddle and 
had been speeding along at a gait between 
a gallop and a canter, fell off into a species 
of fox trot which left the rider no breath 
with which to warn the people, and the 
young man was holding on with hands, 
feet, and teeth when Policeman McGuire 
of the East Sixty-seventh Street Station 
arrested him just as he was about to ride 
down a baby carriage. 

The prisoner was taken to the station 
house, where he said he was Valentine 
Schaeffer, Jr., eighteen years old, a butcher 
of 1,123 East One Hundred and Fifty-sixth 
Street. Hé told the Sergeant he was com- 
missioned to stop all the vice in the c 
end incidentally to kill Richard Croker. He 
said he had gotten the horse at the Johnson 
House, at One Hundred and Fifty-sixth 
Street and the Southern Boulevard, and 
had ridden down town to the place where 
he was arrested. The young man’s father 
was telephoned for and told the Sergeant 
that his son had been acting queerly for 
some time, having evidently gone crazy on 
the subject of vice.

The 
members of the Breth family, who firmly

J. Burnam, Jr., of Frankfort, Ky., Booz’s 
tentmate, were heard during the day, None 


‘of these witnesses testified before the 
military board of inquiry. | 
Burnam was the first witness called. 


He was told to state In his own way what 
he knew of the matter under considera- 
tion. Burnam said he went to West Point 
in June, 1898. He asked Booz to become | 
his tent mate when they went into camp 
in July of that year. Booz, he said, was 
a nice sort of young man, and up to the 
standard of other cadets. 

The older cadets, Burnam said, had a lot 
of fun with Booz on account of his name, 





He was ordered out to fight by the 
** Fighting Committee.’’. After the contest 
Burnam saw Booz lying in his tent. He 
looked dejected, and had been crying. 
Booz told him he had been “ called out,” 
and that he had received a blow in the 
stomach which rendered him’ absolutely 
helpless. Other cadets said that Booz had 


“laid down.” 
taunting him, 
soldier. 
Bigned. 

Oscar told Burnam how upper class men 
ordered him (Booz) to take tobasco sauce. 
They gave Booz small bottle of to- 
basco sauce, and told him to take all of 
it before he left the table. He took it by 
teaspoonfuls. On one occasion Booz said

saying he would make no 
This was kept up until he re-

he put a lot of sauce on a piece of steak, 
intending not to eat it. An upper class 
man noticed this, and ordered Booz to eat 
the steak. Oscar told Burnam the stuff 


was ruining his stomach. 

3urnam added that Booz was compelled 
to take the sauce quite often. He believed 
that Booz resigned because he was deject- 
ed on account of hazing and failure in his 
studies. 

Mr. Dick asked: ‘‘If a complaint had 
been made, do you think Booz would have 
been treated better? ’’ 

‘* Booz was very unpopular, and if he had 
made a complaint he would have been 
treated still worse,"’ was the reply. 

*“Do not the officers of the academy try 
to prevent hazing? ”’ 

“They do, but the officers are not al- 
Ways around when hazing going on. 
When any hazing was in progress a num- 
ber of cadets were usually on duty to watch 
for the officers and warn the hazers if one 
should come along.” 

Burnam said it would be hard for a cadet 
to make a secret complaint. If, however, | 

| 


is 


a secret complaint were made and an in- 
vestigation followed, the hazers would 
quickly come to the conclusion that the 
hazed cadet had made the complaint, and 
the result would be that life would become 
more miserable for him. 








Reverting to Booz’s fight, Burnam said 
that Booz was ordered, while at drill, to 
step out of line by an upper class man. If 


he had done so it would have been a viola- 
tion of the academy regulations. His re- 
fusal to break the rule resulted in his be- 
ing “ called out’’ to fight. 

While Burnam was in the fourth class, a | 
period of about twelve months, there were 
about -ter men “called out’’ to fight. All 
of the contests were severe, and the fourth 
class men were usually badly battered. 
iighting was prohibited at the academy, 
and, although every contestant’s face 
showed much evidence of his having been 
in a fight, no action was taken by the acad- 
emy officers to punish any one, as far as 
Burnam knew. 

The case of John Breth of Altoona, who 
died from an ailment which, it is alleged, 
he centracted indirectly as a result of haz- 
ing at West Point, was then taken up. The 
first witness called was Dr. E. E. Goodman 
of Altoona, the Breth family physician. Dr. 
Goodman said Breth entered West Point in 
June, 1897, and died last October. His 
phvsical condition before entering the Mili- 
lary Academy was excellent. Dr. Goodman 
treated him two weeks after he came 
home from West Point for hemorrhoids. 
Later on young Breth went to Pittsburg, 
where he was employed as a salesman by 
a Pittsburg tobacco house. He returned 
home two months later suffering from 
nervousness and insomnia, but soon. re- 
turned to Pittsburg. Last October the doc- 
tor again treated him, for typhoid pneu- 
monia, from which he died. Young Breth 
never told Dr. Goodman anything about 
hazing at West Point. He became very 
nervous about a year after he returned 
frcm West Point, and the physician often 
wondered what could have caused it. 

It had been reported that Dr. Goodman 
said if this were the case it would have ex- 
piained his physical condition on his re- 
turn home. 

Samuel J. Breth, father of Cadet Breth, 
testified that his son was appointed by 
Congressman Hicks in March, 1897, and 
was dismissed from the academy because 
of deficiency in mathematias in January, 
1898. Mr. Breth said the family had re- 
ceived letters from the son in regard to 
hardships at West Point. The father and 
mother knew that the boys at the Academy 
were more or less hazed, and Cadet Bret 
and his brother Harry had an understand- 
ing between them that if John had anythng 
to write about hardships he would write to 
Harry only, so that the parents would not 
worry. 

Harry and one of the daughters visited 
John at the Academy in August, 1898, and 
on their return home they sajd John had 
been severely hazed, ami that he had ner- 
vous prostration. 

Mr. Breth said he kearned from Harry 
that John had been ‘“ coo-chooed.’’ On his 
death-bed the boy wentt through the “* choo- 
chooing "’ motions. 

Harry Breth, the brother, was called, 
and offered to submit copies of letters he 
received from John. The committee decid- 
ed that it wanted the originals, which are 
now at the Breth homestead in Altoona. 
Harry Breth was excused until the letters 
could be produced, and in order that Miss 
Rosa M. Breth, a sister, might return 
home and send them to the committee, her 
testimony was then taken. 

Miss Breth said she received a letter from 
her brother while he was in West Point 
Hospital in which he said the surgeon told 
him he had a light attack of nervous pros- 
tration from over-work. John, however, 
told other members of the family, when 
they visited him at West Point, that his 
condition was due to hazing. John said he 

















































was hazed three times in one night. On his 
deathbed John told the witness that 
“West Point is the cause of the break- 
down in my health.”” He mentioned Ben- 
der, Wood, and Yonge as being “ awful 
hazers.”’ 

While John was in the hospital, Miss 


Breth said, he was visited by upper-class 
men and told that he “had better get out 
of here to-morrow.’ In his last illness 
John told Harry some things to make Har- 
ry believe that Cadet Breth was even sub- 
jected to hazing in the hospital. 

William <A. Breth, another brother of 
John Breth, then took the stand. His eyvi- 
dence was substantially as follows: 

“When John came home he told me that 
he had to do so much “eagling”’ that he 
often became exhausted, and his muscles 
felt like leather. A cadet named Bender 
made him sit on the point of a bayonet un- 
til he fell off. He was made to sit on it 
again, and during this operation Bender 

ayed a violin. On a hot July day, after a 
fiara day’s drill, he was compelled to don a 
rain coat and hold out dumbbells. One 
night he was dragged out of bed and over 
rough stones in the company street. On 
another occasion he was so hardly exer- 
cised that the next morning the officer in 
charge of the drill compere him to drop 
out of line because of his weakness. My 
brother considered West Point Military 
Academy the best in the world, but said the 
u r-class men ran the place. 

Wary Cc. Breth, another sister of Breth, 
was called, and corroborated the testimony 
of other members of the family. She said 
her brother told her that one night he was

hazed by three separate sets of cadets. He 
stood the first two, but fainted during the 
third act of hazing. When he regained con- 
sciousness he saw several men rubbing him. 
They appeared to be greatly frightened. 
Miss Breth also sald that her brother, in 
speaking of hazing, said he often ate soap 
and chewed rope ends at West Point. 

At 6 o’clock the committee adjourned un- 
til 9 o’clock to-morrow morning. 








An Anti-Hazing Amendment. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—To the pending 
Army Reorganization bill Senator Vest of 
Missouri to-day offered the following 
amendment: ‘The officers in charge of 
the West Point Military Academy 
make and enforee such rules and regula- 
tions as will prevent the practice of hazing; 
and any cadet found guilty of participating 
in such practice shall be expelled from the 
Academy, and shall not be reappointed to 
the corps of cadets therein.”’ 


LEGAL NOTES. 


INHERITANCE TAx.—John Urerar, who 
died in 1889 in Chicago, where he resided, 
owned the property 91 John Street, in this 
city, and personal estate amounting to 
about $250,000, consisting mostly of stocks 
in New York corporations, the certificates 
and securities being kept in Illinois. In 
October, 1892, in proceedings before the 
Surrogate, asking that the property be ap- 
praised as being subject to the inheritance 
tax, the appraiser appraised 91 John Street 
at $58,000, stating it to be all the property 
in this State of the decedent subject to 
the payment of the tax. The amount of the 
tax, $5,900, was then paid to the Controller. 
In July, 1894, Crerar’s executors accounted 
in the Probate Court, in Illinois, and were 
discharged. in September, 1896, the New 
York Controller petitioned the Surrogate 
for a reappraisal, and upon that petition 
the order of the Surrogate made in 1892 
was amended so as to include the person- 
alty, as being subject to the tax. On ap- 
peal to the Appellate Division, the question 
was presented of the authority of the Sur- 


rogate to amend the order and his juris- 
diction to appoint an appraiser of the per- 
sonal estate. I[t was insisted, on behalf 
of the Controller, that the personal estate 
was never brought to the attention of the 
appraiser. The Appellate Division does 
not agree in that view and has reversed 
the order, holding there is no authority in 
the statute for such proceeding. Justice 
Hatch, giving the opinion, says that at the 
time the appraisal was made it was very 
generally believed that the only property 
of a non-resident which was taxable under 
the transfer act was real estate, the Ap- 
pellate Division having then recently held 
that neither stocks nor bonds owned by a 
non-resident decedent, where the certi- 
ficates were held at the domicile of the de- 
cedent, were taxable under that law. The 


ces of Appeals has since decided other- 
wise. *,¢ 

TITLE TO REALTY.—Fanny Turner Whar- 
ton refused to accept a conveyance of cer- 
tain premises which had been sold to her, 
subject to the approval of the court, by the 
trustees under the will of Eugene A. Liv- 
ingston, claiming the title was not a good 
and marketable one, for the reason that the 
power of sale contained in the will pursu- 
ant to which the trustees assumed to sell, 
had ceased to exist at the termination of 
the trust, and was no longer operative. 
Mr. Livingston by his will gave the re- 


mainder of his estate to his executors upon 
trust to receive and pay the rents to his 
children until the death of both of -his sons, 
Richard M. C. Livingston and Walter E. 
Livingston, or until Richard should ,be- 
come thirty-seven years old, or Walter ar- 
rived at the age of thirty-five, whichever 
of the three events should first happen. 
Immediately after the termination of the 
trust the remainder of the testator’s prop- 
erty was to go to such of his five children 
as might then be living, and to the lawful 
issue of such as should be dead. There 
was a direction to then partition the real 
estate, with power to sell any or all of 
such realty. Mrs. Wharton claimed that 
as the event terminating the estate had 
happened, the trustees had no power to 
seil the premises to her. In a suit brought 
by Richard M. C. Livingston and others 
against Elizabeth E. Livingston and others, 
for a construction of the will, a judgment 
was rendered authorizing such sale to Mrs. 
Wharton, but she claimed that was insuf- 
ficient to make the title marketable. The 
Appellate Division, in an opinion by Jus- 
tice Hatch, has affirmed an order of the 
Special Term compelling Mrs. Wharton to 
take title. Justice Hatch holds that wheth- 
er or not the Court at Special Term cor- 
rectly construed the will, the judgment was 
binding on all parties to the action, and 
would continue to bind them so long as it 
stands unreversed, and that it is binding 
upon and protects all’ who deal upon the 
faith of it. 
°,* 

TuHP East RIVER BRIDGE AS AFFECTING 
TO REALTY.—Isidere Schweitzer, 
after having contracted on Dec. 1, 1898, 
to purchase the property 56 Ridge Street 
from Walter E. Warner for $18,000; and 
paid $300, objected to the title and refused 
to take the property because of the laws 
of 1895 and 1896 creating the East River 
Bridge Commission. He claimed that the 
map (filed before the making of the con- 
tract) for the erection of the bridge, in- 
cluded this property as lands to be taken. 
In Warner's suit to compel Schweitzer to 
specifically perform the contract, the lat- 
ter insisted that, although no proceedings 
had ever been taken to condemn the prem- 
ises, the title was rendered unmarketable 
and defective. The Appellate Division, in 
this city, has affirmed the judgment of the 
Special Term in favor of the plaintiff, 
holding, by Justice O’Brien, that, as the 
defendant, when he made the contract, 
knew the property was likely to be con- 
demned and taken for bridge purposes, he 
—_ not afterward object to taking the 

tle. ; 


Buchanan Will Contest on Again. 


The second fight over the will of the late 
Dr. Alexander Buchanan began yesterday 
in the Supreme Court before Justice Mac- 
Juean and a jury. Mrs, Margaret Buchanan, 
the widow, is suing Mrs. Kate M. Belsey, 
now the wife of Francis P. Belsey, but 
formerly Mrs. Kate M. Foster, who is the 
principal beneficiary under the will. Dr. 


Buchanan died in 1896, leaving his wife 
$50, and giving to each of his three ve 
ters the sum of $5. The balance of his 
estate, estimated at $200,000, he left to Mrs, 
Foster, in addition to having deeded con- 
siderable property to her during his life- 
time. Dr. Buchanan died at Mrs. Foster's 
home, and before his death Mrs, Buchanan 
recovered a verdict of $50,000 against Mrs. 
Foster for the alienation of her husband’s 
affections. There was along contest over 
the will, which was finally admitted to pro- 
bate by Surrogate Ransom, and then the 
present action followed. Mrs. Buchanan 
was on the witness stand yesterday, and 
told of the family life before Dr. Buchanan 
went to Mrg, Foster’s house to live,

1,000,000 Pounds for a Trolley Line.

Refuge for Police Department Pets, 


President Guggenheimer Says. 

President Guggenheimer said yesterday 
that the park police under the present sys- 
tem had become a refuge for pets of the 
Police Department, and that the system 
should be changed. 

‘*Every time I go up to the Park I find 
two or three of the policemen hobnobbing 
together. The Police Department of the 
Park has become the rendezvous of pets. 
The old system of having a separate park 


police should be reinstalled, and legislation 
should be adopted by the Legislature to 
this effect,’’ said Mr. Guggenheimer yes- 
terday. 

President Guggenheimer also announced 
that he had received letters from the West 
End Association commending his plan to 
have policemen stationed at a number of 
the dangerous up-town crossings for the 
protection of pedestrians. 








THE MAYOR'S ANNUAL MESSAGE. 


Announcement that He Will Take Time 
to Reflect on It Causes Comment. 


The Municipal Council held a meeting yes- 
terday, in accordance with the provisions of 
the charter. There were few members in 
attendance, and no public business of im- 
portance was transacted. President Gug- 
genheimer, after waiting half an hour after 
the time set for holding the meeting, ap- 
pointed Councilmen Goodwin, Brice, and 
Connelly a committee to wait on Mayor 
Van Wyck and see if his Honor had any 
message to communicate to the Municipal 
Assembly. On the return of the’ committee 
it was announced that the Mayor would not 


transmit his annual message at once, but 
would wait and reflect on the contents. 

This news caused the City Hall politicians 
to wonder if Mayor Van Wyck is golng to 
recommend any startling innovations in 
municipal government. Mayor Van Wyck 
has been silent on the city’s affairs since 
the last message, a year ago, and some of 
his friends think that he will send a strong 
message this year to the Municipal Assem- 
bly recommending certain legislation for 
the good of the city. 


Seventy-five Municipal Appointments.
